T is as difficult a taskto finde out the Original of fome Nations and Cit- 
ties, as it is to finde out the Spring of the myfterions River of Nile ; which 
rumbling down with ahorrid noife of Cataracts through fo many huge 
Rocks,above two thouland miles,comes punetually every Summer fol/tice, 
to vifit the grax Cairo; and chen cakes her leave of Her, as punttually the Antam- 
nal Equinox next following, having firft impregnated the hot womb of Egypt, 
with a wondertul prolificadl vercue, tor the generation of {o many fpecies ot A- 
nimalls, and Vegeralls. 

_ Bue to finde out the Original of the City of Lowden, *tis nor fo hard amatter; 
yet, there“are velea | of Opinions hereof, which we will briefly examine; 
Lrolomy, Tacitus, and Antonine, call het fometimes Londininm , and fometimes 
Longidinium, Ammianus Mar ellinus , calls her Lundinum, and fometimes 
Angnsta, which is, the ftately ana magnificent City, There are fome whe call Her 
Troia nova, or Treynovant; which appellation, Edwardcthe firft, in that famous 
long Letter he writ to Pope Boniface, about the Scots Nation, feemes to affert : 
Others call her Caer Lud, other Divas Belin ; But that Opinion which quadrats 
mott with truth, isy chat her firlt Founders, and Godfathers, were rhe ancient 
Britains, (whom we now call Welfh) who by confeffion of all Antiquaries,both 
domeftick and forraign, were the e4borigenes, and firft Inhabitants of this 
Countrey, being contemporary, and as it were concreated with the I/and her 
felt; There are three denominations, which are derived from the Bricans, viz. 
Lihegdin ; Llbwndian, and Llhandsan, which we hall endeavour to explane; 
Touching the firft, che Britans call a fhip Libong, and Dinan a Town, Infomuch, 
thac Llongdm is no other then Shipton, or 4 Town of Ships; And I have read of 
many Cities, who derive their names from Ships, as Naspattum,Naxplia, Nana- 
lia Augufti, Nanttathmos; Butnone of thelehath more right to affume the 
Title ot Shipton, or Lihongdin (according co the Britifh) as the City of Londo 
hath, in regard chat the is ficuated, upon the gentle afcent, or flank of a Hill hard 
by a dainty Navigable Rgver , which {welling at certain fec honres with the O- 
cean Tides, fhe is able by her deep, and fafe Channel to entertain the greateft 
borroms and Ships, thar can ride on Neptunes back,which makes Her fo famous 
a Mart , thofe Ships bringing in all che rich Commodities that the VVorld can 
afford; whereunto alludes old Robert of Glocefter, in the Rimes of thole dayes, 
which Irhoughe worthy to infer here for che Antiquity of the Diale@t.

Touching the fecond Britith appellation Llhwndian, Cafar, and Strabo, co 
mention, that the ancient Britans called thofe Woods or Groves, which they 
had barrocadoed and fenc’d about with Frees caft down, and plafh’d, to prevent

all inrodes and affaults, they call’d fuch a place I fay Lébwn, which is equivalence 
toa fenc’d Town, or dwelling, as the Poet fings of them, _ ae 

Their Houles were the Thicks, 
And bulby qneaches hollow Caves, and Hardles made of ficks, 


And ‘tismore then probable, that in that place, where St. Pasls Church now 
ftands, there was a Wood or Grove at firft, in regard there was a Fane or Temple 
ereéted there co the honour of Diane; for Hiltorians obferye, that whereas Ve- 
nus, Mars, and Vulcan wereuied to have their Temples.in the Suburbs, Ja- 
piter and Apollo within the City , the Goddefs Diasa was ufed to have her: 
Temples fet up inv/oods, which might make the Britains denominacethat place 
Libyn dian, which is as much as Diana's Grove or Town, 7 

As this derivation catrieth a great femblance of truth withit, fo the third, 
viz. Llbandian carrieth as much, if not a greater verifimilicude, and weighs mott 
with me; The Brittainsco this day , calla Church or Temple Liban, whereof 
therebe a great number in Wales co this day, as Lihangorfe, Libanfawel, Liban 
dilo,o°c, which fignifieth the Churches of {uch places; And whereas by the Cur- 
rent andconfencient opinion of all Antiquaries, there was a Pagan Temple, or 
Fane erected to Diana, in that place where now St.Paul’s ftands there being yet 
there a place called Camera Diane, where Oxe heads, and bones are daily found, 
which were ufed co be offered her as victims and facrifices, I fay, tis more then 
probable, thacthe Britaixs were induc’d thereby to call the place Nbandian, 
which is theTemple of Diana;and {o in trat of time,che word was contratied,and 
~ cameco be called London, 

Now, who was the firlt Founder of London, is no where precifely found, Bue 
whofoever firft founded her, they fhewed much prudenceinche choyce of {ci+ 
tuation ; For the happy and forcunate Eftate of che City;hath given gaod proof, 
that builc fhe was ina good houre , when fome propitions Sarre was then the 
afcendent, and marked for long lifeand continuance , and that fhe is for anti- 

uicy very honourable ; Ammianns Marcellinus giveth us tounderftand , that 
e was called an axcient City in his time, which 1s above cwelve hundred years 
agoe;Cornelins Tacitas doth teem to do the like three hundred years before,who 
gives her this Character, Londinum copia Negotiatorum, G commeatn valde celebre 
for multitude of Merchants, andcommerce, Londox is veryrenowned: This 
only was wanting to the glory thereof, chat fhe had not the name of Free City, 
nor of Colony ; Neither indeed had it ftood with the Roman intereft, if any 
City flourifhing with Trade, fhould have enjoyed the right of a Free City; And 
therefore it was, as may be well fuppofed , that chey ordain’d her to be a Pre- 
fetture, for fo they term’d Towns where AZarts were kept, and Juftice admini- 
ftred, yet fo that they had no Magiftrates of their own, but rulers were fent eve- 
ry yearcogovern them, and forto execute Law in publick matters, namely of 
Jax, Tribute, Tolls, Cuftoms, Warfare, Gc, from the Senate of Rome ; Henceic 
commeth, that Tacitas the Panegyritt, and Afarcellinus aforetaid, call her only 
a Town; But although the was not lottier inname, yet in Wealth, Riches, and 
Profperity, fhe fourifhed as much as any other, yea and continued alwayes the 
fame, under the Dominions of Romans, Saxens,and Normans, teldom or never 
afflicted wich any great calamities. Inthe raign of Nero, when the Britains had 
confpired to recover, and refume their liberty , under che Condué of B4edicia, 
the Londoners could not withalltheir vveepings hold Saetonias Paulinus , but 
thar after he had leavied a power of the Citizens to ayd him, he would needes 
diflodge, and remove from thence, leaving the City naked to the Enemy, who 
forthwith furprized and flew fome few, whom either weaknets of Sex, feeble- 
nef of age, or (weetnefs of the place had detained there: Neither had the fu- 
ftained leffe loffe, and mifery, ac che hands of che Gaxles, if fhe had nor fidden- 
ly, and beyond all expeGtation by Gods presidente bin relieved; For ee 
2 ‘a 
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Alettus had by x deteicfit ttratagem, made-away (arawfixs, who takineadvan- 
tage of our rough Seas, and of’ Didelefians dingefous Warres inthe Eaft , and: 
withall, prefiming of the Gasls; (now Frenxch) and moft venturous Marriners 
and Servirors arSea, withheld to himtelf che Revenues of Britase and Holland, 
and born for the {pace of fig yeats,the Title of Emperour Auguftusjas his Coines 
‘ When: Atgrelins Afckepiedorus had in-a Baceail ain 
Aleéus inthe third yéat’now ‘of hisUfarpation of the Imperial Purple ‘and: 
State, thofe Fresch who remraitied- alive after che Battle’ haflening-to Londex, _ 
Wwonld have fack’d the City, hadnd? the Thames, who never faii’d-to. helpthe 
Londintrsy very opporturiely brought inthe Roman Legions, who by reaton of 
a Feg at Sea, were fevered from che Navy!’ For chey put the Berbarians co the 
Sword, all che City. over; and thereby gave the Citizens, not onlyfaferyby the 
flaughter of their Enemies; but pleafure in beholding fuch afight ; And then ic 
was,as our Chronicles record;thatLucias Gallus was flain by a Brookfrdewhiclt 
Fan aliaatt throiteh the middle of rhe City, and of him wascatled by- the Bri« 
tith Wantgall, inf Eneti(i Wallbrooks which hame remtains yet'in a Street, un* 
det which there is a fewer within the ground, to rid away che filth; and ordures 
of che City, Not fat from London-ftone which-I take to bea AGile-murkor fil 
lary, fach as was ih'the Market places at Roms, from which were taken dimen- 
fons of-all'jourhies, every way; confkdeting itis neerthe midft of the Ciry, as: 
ic lyeth in'length. Neitheris ic probable, fhe was yet wall’d abour’; But aliccle 
After our Stories report, that Confantine the Great, at the inftance of his Mo- 
ther Helena, did firlt fence her about with a Wall made of rough tone, and Brix 
tith Bricks, which took up in compaffe, above three miles, fo that it inclofed the 
Model of the City almoft four-{quate, but hot equal on every fide, confidering, 
that from East toV Weft, fhe is far longerthen from Southto North, That'parr 
of this Wall which ftood oni the Thames fide, is by the continual flowing , and 
wathings of the River fallen down ahd decayed; yet there appear’d certain re~ 
mains thereof in Henry the fecorids timie, as Fitzftephen, who then liv’d doth. 
relifié, The reft now ftanding, is hronger towards the North, which net ma- 
ny years fince, was reedified by che meanes of Joceline , Lord Mayor of London; 


- Butrowards Eaft and PV eft, although the Barevs in old time, during their 


Wares, tepalred and renewed it withthe ruynes of the Fewes houfes chen de~ 
molifhed, yet it grew quickly, all thorow, out of decay; For Lowdouers like to 
thofe old Lacedemonians, laughed at trong walled Towns; 2s Cot-bopfes for Wo- 
men, thinking their own Cities fufficiently fene’d , when they are fortified wich 
Sones, and not with frones, ; 

This Wall giveth entrance at feven principal double Gates ; for I willingly 
omic the finaller, which as they have bin lately repaired, fo chey have alio new 
bames given them ; 

On the Weft fide there be two, to wit, Ludgate of King Lad a Br:tain, 
or Flad-gate, as Leland is of opinion, of a little flud running beneath ir, 
like as the Gate F/aentana ih Rome, built again from the foundation ; This 
Gate was made a free Prifon, Anne 1378, Bremer being Major, which was con- 
firm’d 1382. by aCommon Councel in the Guild- Hall, where twas ordained, 
that all Freemen of London (hould for debts , trefpaffes, accounts, and con- 
tempts,be imprifoned in Ladgatey where at firlt for lodging and water, they did 
fot pay anything, We gonext to Newgate, the faireft of all che Gates focall’d 
from the newnels thereofwhereas before it was call*d Chamberlane Gate which 
now is the publick Gaol or Prifon for Griminalls; and alfo for civil ations, fc 
the County of Afiddlefex, And ic hath bin fo many Ages,as appears by Records 
in King Johns time; -as alfo in King Henry the chird, who (as an old Authour 
teftifieth) fentaCommandco the Sheriffs of London, to repair the Gaol of New- 


ate.

out of the wall-lately into Moorfields, But che Pofferuby the Tower thews 
thar it-hath bin very ancient, and an arch’d Gate. of muchsruft; forin cjmes. 
ft chere was alvvaies.a perfon of quality. who was Cu/tos ofthat Pesterne, To-. 
ae the Rivers fide, chere are alfo many water gates for che better fecurity of, 
theCity. — : 
Where the wall endeth towards the River, there were two ftrong Forts or, 
Battions, of which the one Eaftward remaineth yer, ulually called the Tower of 
London, calledin the old Britith Bringwis, or Tourgwin, which. in Englifhis, 
the White Tower; 2 moft famous and goodly Citcadel encompaffed about. 
with thick and frong Walls, full of lofty, and ttacely Turrets, fenc’d abouc 
with a broadanda deep ditch, furnifh’d alfo with an Armory or Magazine of 
Warlick munition, with other buildings befides,fo that it refemblech 2’ Town of 
icfelf; and ohe may well fappofe,thac chofe cwo Caftles which Fitx-/rephens re- 
cordeth to have bin on the Eaft fide of this City,went both to the making ot this 
one: The other Fort was onthe Weft (ide of this Ciry,whete Eleet a little rivere 
ran, whence Fleet /reet took its name, and in time, ic was able to bear Veffels, 
as appears in fome Parliamene Rolls, which Riveret difchargeth it {elf into the 
Thames, Fitz Stephencalls this che Palatin Tower ot Cattle; And they write, 
that in the Reign of William the Conqueror, it was confumed by fire» out of 
the ruines whereof a great part of Saint Pasls Church, was newly built; And, 
allo on the very plot of ground where it (tood, Robert Kilmarby ArchBifhop of 
Canterbury founded a Religious Houle for the Dominican Fryars, whence we 
call the place Black-fryars ; whereby a man may eafily guefs of what bignels 
it was ; howbeir, in that place, ftood in the dayes of Hezry the fecond (Gervafe 
of Tilbury in his Book call’d Otia Imperialia is my Author) two Forts or Ram- 
parts, the one whereof belong’dto Bainard, the otherto the Baron of <Mon- 
fichet by right of fucceffion, bue nothing remaineth of themtothis day; yet 
fome think that Pembroke Houfe was a piece of them, which we rerm Basvards 


- Caftleof Bainarda nobleman of Dunmow, whole poffeffion fomecimes it was, 


& whole Succeffors the Fitz waters were in right of inhericance, who were Ex- 
fign-bearers ot the City of London, (as thal be cold hereafter) and among them 
Robert Fitz water, had licence of K, Edward the firft,to fell che Site of Bassards 
Cattle to the forenamed ArchBifhop Ki/warby, Neither was this City at chat 
time wall’d only, but allo when the F/amsins or Pagan Priefts were taken away, 
and Chriftian Religion eftablifhed under that good Hmperour ConfFantine, 2 Bi- 
thop was inftall’d in their room: for it appeareth atthe Councel of eArles, 
which in the year of grace 314 was held under the faid Con/tantine the great,the 
Bitbop of Loxdon was prefent; for he fubfcribed, as it is to be feen inthe fir 
Tome of the Conncel in this manner. Re/tisusss, Bi(bop in the City of London 
B3. a) wi 
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ont of the Province of great Britain ; Which Reftitutus and his Succeffors, had | 
their Seat and refidence as (ome affirm, as Saint Peters in Cornbil. 

’ From that time, London flourifhed in fuch honaur, that fhe began to becall’d 
Axgufta, andby that name was famous under che Emperour Valentixian ; For 
Ammianns Marcellinus in his 27 Book writeth thus, e4sd going forward to- 
London an anerent Town which pofterity calld eAugufa: and in the 28 Book, 
He went from Axguftaywhich men of old time call’d Lexdon ; Whenceitcame. 
that atter Confiantcs time, there was a A4izt appointed therein ; For we read 
in thofe Pieces of Money, which he caufed co be amp'd in honour of his Fa- 
ther Coxftantins, and in others; chis was the In(criprion, P, Lon, S. thacis 
Pecunia marl irs Mony ftamp’d in London. He who had the charge and 
overfeeing thereof under the Comes of Sacrarum largitionum, is in che Book of 
Notice term’d, Prepofitnsthe faxrorum Auguftenfinm in Britannia,that is,Provolt 
of the Trealury of eLagufte or London,in Britany. For thisname eAugafte 
was a name full of Dignity and Majefty; And both Founders and Repairers of 
Cities, when they hoped or wifh’d, that fuch Cities would become flourithing 
and powerful, gave them fignificant names of good fortune ; But amongthe 
moft au‘picious names that be, none is more magnificent, none more au(pica 
and glorious than Axgafta, For, this of Augaftas, the molt gracious & mig 
Emperour Offavianus took unto himfelf, not without the judgment of che bet 
learned, Sirnamed he was, faith Dio, Apgustus as one of great Majelty above 
the nacure of man? for what things be moft honourable and (acred, are called 
Axgufta: Neither had Londos this name for fo high an honour, withour the 
Licence of the Roman Emperours; Ii regard that names could not be im- 
pos’d upon Cities without authority, as Virgil notes in that verfe of his; 


Urbem appellabant, een nomine, Acettam. 
The City, by permiflion, Acefa they did name, 


‘But as continuance of time has oneworne chis fo honorable a name of Augafta: 
fo it hath confirm’d that other moft ancient name Londinum, Whiles it enjoy’d 
the forefaid name Augufta,ic {caped fair from deftru€tion by a rebellions rout of 
Ranfakers ; But Theodofixs the tather of Theodofixs che Emperour did cut them 
in pieces whiles they were encombred with their {poils, 8 entred, as AZarcia- 
aus faith, with exceeding great joy in triumphanc manner into the City diftreffed 
before, & overwhelm’d with grievous calamities; And marching with his Army 
from thence, he by his valour and proweffe,fo freed Britaés from chofe intolera- 
ble calamities and dangers wherewith fhe was befec,chat the Rgmans,as witnels 
feth Syzsmachas, honored him among other ancient Worthies, and men of high 
senown with the Statue of aman of Arms. Not long after, when the Romans 
Empire in Britais was comeco an end, in that publick deftiny, and fatal de- 
fe&ion of the whole State, ic fell unto the Exglifh Saxons, but in what fort, it is 
not well agreed on among Authors ; It is molt probable that Vortigersto ree 
deem himtelf, being taken prifoner, delivered it for his ranfome unto Hengift 
the Saxon, confidering thatit did belong unto the Eaft Saxons, whofe Coun- 
trey ri as Writers do record, Vortigern upon that condition made over unto 
engift. 

At which time the ftate of the Church went alfo to wrack, and endured fore 
afli@ion ; the Paftors were either flain, or fore’d ro fly, their flocks worried, 
and havock made of all , as well Church goods as others, Theon the laft Bifhop 
of London of the Britith blood, was fain to hide the holy Relique of Saints for 
a memorial, as my Author faith, and noc for any fuperftition. But alchough 
thofe daies of the Englifh Saxons were fuch, that a man mighe truly fay, Afars 
then brandifhed and fhook his weapons, yet was Lexdon nevertheleffe, as Bede’ 
teftifieth, a Town of Trade,and craffique frequented by many Nations relor- 

ting

ting thither by Sea and Land ; Buc afterwards when a more gracious gale of 
peace breath’d favourably upon this wearied Ifland, and the Englith Saxons be- 
gan to proteffe Chrillianicy, icalfo began to flourifh afreth ; for Erbelbert King 
of Kent, under whom Sebert raign’d in this tra&, as it were his Vafial, and by 
coustefie, fouuded here 2 Church, and did confécrate it to Saint Pas/, which 
being foon reedified and repaired, became at laft moft {lately and magnificenr, 
it was endowed by degrees with fair revenues, & livings,wherewich were main- 
tain’d a Bihop, a Dean, a Chanzer, a Chancellawr,a Treafurer, five Archdeacons, 
thirty Prebendaries, and divers other fncumbents and Officers, who might have 
a hanfome fubfitlence thereby. ; 

_ The Eaj parc of this Church feems to be the newer, and more curioufly 
wrorght, having under it a very fair large arch'd Vault, which alfo is Sainc 
Faiths Church ; Ic was built out of the ruines ofthat Cattle Palarine ({poken of 
before) by Mauritius the Bikop, about the year of our Lord 1086, whereasic 
had been tormerly confim’d by a wofull accidental fire, whereof Wiliam of 
Mamesbury writeththus ; The beanty whereof is fo magnificent, that it deferves ta 
be numbredin the rank of the moft excellent Edifices, fo large as that arched Uaule 
underneath, and the Church above it of {uch capacity that it may feem (ufficient 
0 receive any multitudes of. people whatfoever. Becaufetherefore Bifhop Afax- 
rice cartied a mind beyond al! meafure in this project, he cranfmicced the colt 
and charge of fo laborious a piece of work unco thole that came after: In che 
end, when B. Richard his Succeffor had made over all the Revenues belonging 
unto the B fhoprick to the building of chis Cachedrall Church; fultaining him- 
felf and his family oche:wife in the mean while, he feemedin a manner to 
have done jut nothing, notwithfianding that he fpent his whole fubttance 
thereabont, and yet {mail effects came thereof, 

The Wef part, as alfo the Crofs Ile are very {pacious,high built, and goodly to 
be feen by reafon of fuch huge Columns,and are marvelloufly beaucified with an 
arch’d root of tone. Where thefe four parts croffe one another & meet inone, 
there arifech up a mighty large 8 Bofty Tower, upon which food a {pire Steeple, 
cover’d with lead, mounting up toa wonderful alticudes for ic was no les than 
five hundred, and five and thirty foot high frem the ground, which in the year 
1087, was fet on fire by lightning, and burnt with a great part of che City, buc 
being rebuilt, was afterwards fi'rd again wich lightening about an hnndred and 
fifty yearsago , and was not perfe@tly repair’d ever fince. 

The meafure and proportion of this ftately fruéture, fhall be here fee down 
out of an old auchentick Writer, who faich, chat Saine Pawls Church containeth 
in length 690 foot, the breadth thereof is 130 faot,the height of the Weft 
arch’d roof from the ground carrieth 102 foot, and the new fabrique from the 
ground is 88 foar high, Gc, 5 

The ground belonging co this great Temple,in nature of aCamirery or Church 
yard was of vat expanfion, for, itreachtd North, as far.as St. Nicholas market 
Places Weft,almoft as faras Ludgatesand Sonth,near to Baynards Caftle: Now, as 
they fay, that Rome was not built in a day, no mote was this great and glorious 
Sanctuary , buc along tract of time, and fome Ages pafsed before it came to be 
entirely compleated, and made a perfeSt Crege, which is the exact hape ofir . 
Nor did chere want many advantages, according to the Genius of thole times, 

_ toadvance che work : for perfons.of good rank, befides pecuniary Contributi- 
ons, did labour ehemfelves therein, in their own perfons, thinking to do God 
Almighry good fervice,to have ahand in rearing up his Temple; Befides, Ic 
was an ordinary thing, for the ghottly Father to lay penances upon fome peni- 
tentiaries, as Mafons, Carpenters, Bricklayers, Playfterers, and others to work 
Yo many daies gratis in the building, before they could get an abfolurton ; In- 
fomuch, that ic may be faid, chat as Pawls Church was partly /wilp by the finnes 
ofthe peopie, fo it is now deftroyed by the fins of the people, . _ 
na¢ 
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That there flood in old time, a Fane or Pagan Temple to Diaxay in this place, 
(as before was hinred) fome bave more than only conjettur’d, for there are Are 
guments to make this conjecture good ; Certain old houfes adjoyning are in 
the ancient Records of che Church call’d Diana’s Chamber, and inthe Church- 
yard, while Edward the firft raign’d, an incredible number of Ox-heads were 
found, as we find in our Annals, which the common fort at that time wondred 
at, as the factifices of che Gentiles: and thie learned know, that Tasrapolia were 
celebrated to the honour of Diana, 

But ever fince this Temple was erected, it hath been the See of the Bifhops of 
London : and the firtt Bifhop ic had under the Englifh, fome hundred years after. 
Theen the Brt{h Bilhop, was Adelitus a Roman, confecrated by Austin 
Archbifhop of Canterbury , in honour of which Astin, (chough flac againtt 
the Decree of Pope Gregory the great) the Enfigns of che Archbifhoprick, and 
the Metropolitan See were tranflated from Londonto Canterbury. . 

Wichin this grand Cachedral there lieth Saint Erkenwald, as allo Sebba King 
of the Eatt Saxons, who gave over his Kingdom to ferve Chrift : King Eeheldred, 
who was an oppreffer rather than a Ruler ofthis Kingdom, cruel in the begin- 
ning, wretched in the tniddle , and fhameful in his end ; 10 oncragions he was 
in connivency to parricides, fo infamous in his flight and effeminacy, and{o 
difaftrous in his death; Henry Lacy Earl of Lincoln, Fobn of Gaunt Duke of 
Lancafter, Sir Simon de Byrlie,a right noble Knightof the Garter, excecuted by 
encroch’d authority without the Kings affent, Sir John de Beauchamp Lord 
VV arden of the Cinque-ports, John Lord Latimer, Sit John Mafon Knight, Wibi= 
am Harbert Eatl of Pembrook, sir Nicholas Bacow Lord Keeper ot the oreat 
Seal of Exgland, a man ofa deep reach, and exquifite judgement; Sir Philip Sid 
ney, Sit Francis Walfingham, two famous Knights; Sir Chri@opber Hatton Lord 
Chancellor of England; and a great many Worthies more, lodge there until the 
Refurrettion, 

Befides this Church, there is not any other work of the Enelith Saxens ex- 
tantin London ; for why, they continued not long in perfe& peace, confidering 
that the /Veft Saxons fubdued the Eaft Saxons , and London began to be tribu- 
tary tothe Mercians;Scarcely were thefe civil Wars huth’d,when a new cempeft 

‘brake out of che North, J meanthe Danes, who pitionfly tore in pieces chis 
whole Counrrey, and fhook this City very fore; for the Danes brought her un- 
der {ubje&tion, but Alfred recoverd her out of their hands; and after he had 
repair’d her, he gave her unto Erhelred Earl of the Adercians, who had married 
his daughter ;_ yet thofe waftful depopulators, did what they could afterwards 
to win her by fiege: but Canutns, who {pecially by digging a new Channel, at- 
tempted ro turn away the Thames from her, though the labour was loit, the 
Citizens did ftill manfully repel the force of the enemys yet werethey alarm’d 
and terrified ever and anon by them, until they lovingly receiv’d and admitted ~ 
as their King WVilliam Duke of Normandy, whom God defign’d to be born for 
the good of England againft thofe fo many fpoilers ;_ prefently whereupon, the 
winds were layed, the clouds difpell*d, and golden daies fhone upon her: fince 
which time fhe never fultain’d any fignal calamity, bur through the {pecial fa- 
vour, and indulgence of Heaven, and bounty of Princes, obtain’d very 
large and great immunities: for fhe began to be call’d the Kings Chamber, 
and fo flourifhed anew with frefh Trade, and concourfe of Marchants , that 
William of CMalmsbury who liv'd nere tholetimesterm’d it A noble and: weal. 
thy City, replenith’d with rich Citizens, and frequented with the Commerce of 
Occupiers, and Fa@tors coming from all pares ; Fitz-Stephen living allo in thofe 
daies hath left in writing, that London at that time counted 122 Parifh Chur- 
ches, and thirteen Convents or Monatteries of Religious Orders; Moreover, he 
relares, that when a Mufter was made of able men to bear Arms, they brcught 


inro the field under divers Colours 40000 Foor, and 20000 Horfemen. ee 
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London about this time began.to dilplay her wings, and {pread her crain very 
wide , Buildings did much increale , and the Suburbs ftrecch’d forth from rhe 
Gates a great way on every fide, buc Westward efpecially , which may be faid to 
be beft peopled, andthe civilleft part. Forthere, allthetwelve Jans of Court 
are fituate for the Studencs of the Law; whereof fower being very fair and large 
belong to the Judicial Courts,cthe relt to the Chancery: Befides two Inns more 
for the Servientes ad legem., or the Sargeants at Law ; Here fuch a number of 
young Gentlemen do {o ply their Studies in all kind of Sciences, and other ‘civi- 
lities, befides che Law; that for a choyfe way of Education and Gallantry, Sir 
John Fortefcue, in his Treatile of the Lawes of England, doth affirm, It is not in- 
ferior to any. place of Chriftendom : The faid four principal Houfes.are the Jn- 
ner Temple, the middle Temple, Graies Inne, and Lincolns Inne ; The two former 
fiand in the very fame place , where in times paffd, during the Raign of King 
Henry the fecond, Heraclius Patriark of Ferufalem, confecrated a Church for 
the Knight-Templers, which chey had newly built, according to theform of the 
Temple, neer unto the Sepulchér of our Saviour at FJerufalem, for at cheir firk 
In(icution, abouc the yeer of our Lord 1113. chey dwelt in part of the Temple; 
hard by the Holy Sepuicher, whereof they were lo named, and vow’d co defend 
Chrifian Religion, the Holy: Land, and Pilgrims going to vific the holy Sepul- 
cher, againtt all A¢ahametans and Infidels, profeffing to live in chaflity and obe- 
dience ; whereupon, all men voluntarily, and with candid Chriftian hearts em- 
brac’d and honor’d them: forhat through the royal munificence of Princes,and 
other devout people,having got very fair poffeffions,and exceeding great wealth 
they flourifh’d in a high reputation for piety and devotion; yea, outofan 
opinion of the holine(s of the men, and of the Place, King Henry the third, and 
marty Noblemen defired much to be buried in their Church among chem,where 
fome of cheir Statues are tobe {een croffe-legd tothis day; for fo they were u- 
fedto be buried in thac Age, having taken uponthem the Crofé to ferve in the 
holy Warres , and vow'd the fame accordingly : among whom, was William 
Mar{hall che elder, a powerful man in his times /Viiam and Gilbert bis Sonnes 
Marthals ot England, and Earls of Pembroke, Upon VPilliam the Elder, there 
were in the upper part engraven chefe words, Comes Pembrochia ; and upon one 
fide this Verfe. |

Butin procefs of time, when with infaciable greedinels » they had hoarded 
up much wealth, by withdrawing Tiches from many Churches, and ap- 
propriating (piritual Livings unto themfelves;and by other meanes,their riches 
rurn'd totheir ruine ; which may be one day the forcune ofthe Jefuices, as I 
heard Count Gondamar once fay, For thereby, their former innocence and pies 
ty began co be ftifled, they fell a clafhing wich other Religious Orders,their pro- 
fefled obedience co the Pacriark of Ferufalem was rejected; they drew daily 
more envy upon themfelves, and an ill repure;infomuch,that in the yeer 1312. 
thisOrder was condemned of impiety 8¢ other hainous crimes, & all this by the 
Popes Authority; buc{pecially, by the infligation of the French King, they 
were utterly abolithed, Neverthelefs, cheir poffeffions here, were by Autho- 
rity of Parliament, affigned unto the Knights Ho/piralers of Sc. John ot Ferufa- 
lem, \e(t that fuch Lands given to Religious and good ules, fhould be alienated 
againft the pious Donors Wilts: Yetic appeares in ancient writings , that chis 
place, after the expulfion of the Templers,was the Seat and Habitation of Thomas 
Earl of Lancafter, and Sir Hugh Spencer, King Edward the feconds Minion, after- 
wards of Sir Aimer de Valence, Earl of Pembrook, andin the end rurnedto two 
Colleges or Inns of Court forthe ftudy of the Lawes; The other two great 
Inns, were alfo the manfions of Neble men , Grayes Inne of the Lord Grey of 
Wilton, and the other of the Earls of Lincoln, 
; Cc 
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Neer unto this, Henry the third erected between the cwo Temples, « Honfe 
for Converts, as they call’dit, for the maintenance of thofe chat were converted 
from Judaifme co Chriftianity, which Edward che third afterwards made an Ar- 
chive, to keep Rolls and Records in, and therefore “tis called to this day, The 
Rolls. 

Inthe yeer 1381. the Rebels of Efex and Kent, among other places deftroy- 
ed and pulled down the Lodgings and Honfés of this Temple, took out of the 
Church the Books and Records, thac were in hutches of the Apprentices of the 
Law, carried them out into the ftreet, and burnt them. The Houfe they {poiled, 
and burne alfo,out of an hated they bore to Sir Robert Hales, Lord Prior of St, 

‘ohn of Jeru(slem, which was aplace of fo high a Dignicy, that the Prior of St. 

ohn’s, was accounted che firft Parliamentary Peer of England ; But the {aid 
Houle at fundry times , was repaired again, and rouching the Gate-honfe of. 
the middle Temple, Sir Amias Pantet did build ic up, while he remained Pri(o- 
ner, having incur’d the indignation of Cardinal Wolfey, for an old grudge, The 
great Hallin the middle Temple was built about the yeer 1572. in the Raign 
of Queen Elizabeth, The Temple-Church had of old a Mafter, and four tti- 
pendary Prielts, with a Clerk for che miniftration of divine fervice, who had ale 
Jowance givertchem our of che Revenues of St.John of Jerufalemand that Hot. 
pial; buc now by the revolution of time, and Ecclefiaftical aleesations, they 
have but one Minilter to ferve them.

S, the principal ching thar conduceth co the health of humane bodies, 
is the blood that runneth through theirVeins,(o the chiefeft thing chat 


tends to the welfare of a City, is to have Springs and Conduits of 

= m™ frefh water run within her: therefore we will proceed now;to give an 

account of thofe ancient and prefent. Rivers, Brooks, Boorns, Pools, Wells, 
Conduits, and Aqueduéts, which ferve to refrefh the City of Londow, 

In former Ages, until che Conquerors time , and long after,the City of Lon- 
don was watred (befides the River of Thames on the South part) with the River 
of Wells,as it was then call-d,and on the Weft with water call’d Wallbrook, run- 
ning through the midft of the City, to pay Tribure unto the Thames, There was 
another water or boorn , which run within the City through Langborx Ward, 
watting the Eaft part; In the Weft Suburbs was alfo another great Water call’d 
Oldborn, which had its fall incothe River of Wells, Then were these 3.princi 
pal Fountains or Wells in che other Suburbs,to wit,Holy Well,Clements Welly 
and Clarks Well; Near unco this laft named Fountain, were divers ocher Wells, 
viz. Fags well, Skinners well,Tode well,Loders well,and Rad well, All which Wells 
having che fall of their over-flowings into the faid River, much encreafed the 
ftream, and inthat place, gaveit the name of Well:InWeft-Smithfield, there 
was a Pool in Records, called Hor{e pool, and another in the Parith of St, Giles 
without Cripplegate; Befides which, they had in every ftreer, and lane of the 
City, divers fair Wells,and freth Springs, after which manner, the City was then 
ferved with {weer and freth waters, which being fince decayed, other meanes 
have bin found to fupply the want: Buc the prime and principal device ey

found out by chat worthy Briton, and Citizen of London, Sir Hugh Middleton, by

the-Cicy,co erernize his name. &.cran{mit his memory,and keep it frefh (like his 
waters) to all frrure Ages;Now as Mr. Stow {peaks very ingenioufly,if thofe ene- 
mies to all. good actions,Danger, difficulcy detraction,contempr, icorn, & envy, 
could have-prevati'd by Hach tale lens een soe aetes efore, at the be- 
ginning, attd in the very birth of the acgempt,and a good while after; this work 
had never bin accomplifhed. 6 = 2 
"Tis true, Queen Elizabeth gave way,by act of Parliament, to her Citizens of 
London, and power for cutting and conveying of a River from any pare of 
Middlefex or Harffordhireingo che City of London , with & limicatiom of ten. 
years time for the performance thereof; but that Enrerprize expir’d with her 
ijfes King James her immediate. fucceffor, did grant the like, bac without~ 
dave of time forthe fame effec; And when the courage of others were quite 
‘quail’d,.and utterly refufed che bufinefs, Sir Hugh Afiddleton did undertake it, 
and fo with:infinite pains, and no leffe expence, he finifh’d the work, by bring- 
ing a River of wholfom fine chearful water from’ Chadwel and Amwel , co the 
North fide of Landon, near Jflington, where he buile a large Ciftern co receive it, 
The work began the 28, day of February, Anno Dom. 1608, and inche compals 
of five years was fully compleated. Touching the Aquedué, or thecorivey- 
ance thereof to Lowdon, it hardly canbeimagined, what difficulties and mbs 
there were in the way, by reafon of the various qualities of grounds , through 
avbich the water was to paffe; fome being ozie, foft, and muddy ; others again 
as (tiffe, and cragey ; The depth of the Trench in fome places defcended full 
thirty fooc and more, whereas in other places, it re ek as muchartifice, ta 
mount jt over a valley in troughs betwixt Hills, and thofe troughs co be fup- 
ported by woodden Arches, {ome of them fix'd in the Earth very deep ,and ri- 
fing in height above 23. foor. Being brought to the forefaid grear Ceftern, 
‘she water was not yet let in, eill on Michaelmas day, 470 1613. being the day 
that Sir Thomas Middleson., Brother to the {aid Sir Hugh, was eleéted Lord 
Maior of London for the year enfuing, In the afternoon of the fame day, Sir 
John Swinerton, then Lord Maior, accompanied with the faid Sir Thomas, Sir 
Henry Monntague , Recorder of Londox, and many of the worthy Aldermen, 
rode in-a folemn manner, to fee the great Ceftern, and fir ifluing of the 
ftrange River thereunto, which chen was made free Denizon of London, and the 
Solemnicy wasthus, A Troop ot Labourers co the number of threefcore, or 
more, wellapparell’d, and wearing green MonmouthCaps, after the Britifh 
manner, all alike, carried Spates, Shovels, Pickaxes, and fuch like Inttruments 
of laborious Employment, and marching after Drums, twice of thrice abour 
the Ciftern, prefenred chemfelyes before the Mount, where the Lord Mayor and 
the Aldermen were, where after a handiome fpeech , the Flud-gates flew open, 
the{tream ran chearfully into the Ciftern, the Drums and Trumpets founding 
in criumphanc manner, and a gallanc peal of Chambers gave a Period co the en- 
tertainment., A noble achievementit was, as this retracted to Sir Hugh Mid- 
dlegon,doth partly {ct forth, which never faw publique light until now,

Eatt, nor without fome Mednders and windings, and meets with the Cirne or 
{binrne, a Brook whereof Cirncefer town by which it roms cakes the name ; 
From hence ithalteneth’ro Creekelade, otherwile call’d Crekanford, Lechlade, 
Ratcotebridg, Newbridg, and Eve(bum, receiving in her paflage many other {mall 
Rivelers , Brooks, Becks, and Ritndels; And on this fide the Town, dividech 
her {elf into‘cwo ftreams, whereof one goech freight to Hiscksey and Botley, 
the otlier paffech by Godfows Thisdstéer fpreadeth it felf for a while into divers 
fmall freams, which th not farbefore they meet again, and then embracifig 
fuihdry fruicful Medowes, fhe paffeth ac lengch by Oxexford, who fome imagine 
fhould rather be called Onfeford of this River, where fhe joyns with the 
Charwell, alittle from whence the original branches do joyn, and keep com-

-' This noble navigable River flows, and fills all her Channels twice ev’ry natu- 
yal day, by che flux and relax of the Sea, which hotdeth on for thefpace of 70 
miles wichin the‘main Land ; the ftream or tyde being higheft at Loxdoz, when 
Hie Moon doch exaétly touch the Norh-eaft, and South or Weft points of the 
Heavens, whereof one is vifible, che other underneath us: Thefe rydes do 
alfo differ in their times, each one coming farer chan the other by fo many mi- 
nutes as paffe; yer the revolucion and natural courfé of the Heavens, do reduce 
ané bring about che {aid Planec co thef¢ her former places, wheréby‘the com- 
mon difference *cwixt one tyde and another, is found co confit of 24 minutes, 
which wanceth but twelve of a whole hour in 24 as experience doth confirm ; 
Ja like manner we daily find ,thac each tyde is nor ofequal heighth and fulne(s; 
For acthe Fulland the’Change of che Moon , we have the higheft fonds, and 
Gich is their excraordinary courfe cthac 4s they dintinith from their Changes 
and Falls, unco cheir firft ‘and laf Quarters, fo afterwards they encreafe again 
until they come to the Full and Change; fomecimes they rife alfo {o high, eipe- 
<ially if ee wind beac the North or North-ealt, which brings in che water 
wich more vehémency, becdufe the. tyde which fills the Channel’ cometh 
Norchward, chat the Thames often ‘inounds the bankes about London, which 
‘happeneth moftfrequencly-in Fisenary and February, which makes the grounds 
afterwards more fertile, ‘Neicher do che tydes alter a whic, unlefle fome im- 
petuous winds from the Weft or Souch-weft, do keep back and check the 
ftream, as the Eaft and North-Eaft do haften the:coming in thereof: or elie 
foie other extraordinary eccafion put by the courfe of che German Seas, which 
do fill che River by their natural recurn, and flowings ; And the probablett 
geafon why three or four tydes do chop in inone day is, becaufe the winds 
blowing more ftrong chan ‘ordinarily North or North-ealt, make the Searo 
suih in wich more fpeed,-andabundance of water, 
.* The Land ftreams or white waters, do oftentimes chicken che fineneffe of the 
‘River, in fo much that-after a Land flond, ’cis ufual co take up Haddocks with 
ones hand beneath the Bridge, as they floac aloft on the water, their eyes being 
fo blitided wich the thickneffe of the water, that they cannot fee whicher they 
-{wimme; ahd-fow tomeke thift for ‘chemfelves before the poo creature be 
firprizd, ocherwifedche Thames warer nieth co be as clear an 
fach great Riverin the world, . 
Having gone along fo far with this great goodly River, even from ber fonrce 
antil fhe difiniboques, and payes Tribute co Neptune , and caft her felf into his 
Smbraces , It will be now expedient to goon further, and acquaint che Rea- 
.der wich the jurifdiQion, and Prerogatives of the Thames, with che extent 
‘thereof, Which begins ata place call’d Colnie ditch, a lirtle above Sranes-bridoey 
Weltward as far as Londow-bridge , and from thence toa place call’d Yendall,

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: rau and confervancy of the Lord Mayor, the Comminalty, and Citizens 
of London, 
__ True ivis, chat there have been fome Contefts beewixt the Lord Mayor, and 
the Lord high Admiral of England, concerning the faid Jurifdiftien and pow- 
er, butaftera fair and judicial Tryalin open Court , the controverfie was de- 
‘cided in favour of the City ; andche Lord Mayor adjudged to be Confervator of 
the Thames. — ees = 
There were alfo fome other controverfial poines about the Rivers, of Thames 
and Medway, but all differences were abfolutely concluded Anno 1613, Sir 
Fon Swinerton being then Lord Mayor, and Mr, Sparry being then his Deputy, 
or refpeétive Bayliff for the execution of fuch a great tsuft repos'dinhim. Ever 
finceyas well as in former times, the Lord Mayor of London hath been tyl’d the 
Con‘ervator of the faid River, within the forenamed limits and bounds,having 
plenary power to inflict punithments upon all tranigreffors relating to the faid 
Rivers; rhe Water Bea of London being his fubfticute, And whereasthere are 
acompany of Fifhermen calld Tinckermen, frequenting the River of Thames 
Eaftward, who in times pafsd have been reported, and feund oucto make an 
infinic deftru@ion of the young brood or fry of fith, by ufing unlawful Nets, 
and other Engines feeding cheir Hoggs with them; by che Fs lar care and 
colt ofthe Lord Mayor, and vigilance of the City, chofe prohibited Engines 
and Nets, are now quite fupprets’d, and a true, and orderly manner of filha 
ing bronghe into ufe, that fuch a havock may not be made of the young 
fry. - 
Y Moreover, there are a great number of other kind of Fifhermen, befide 
Tinckermen belonging to the Thames, calld Hebbermen, Petermen, and Traw- 
lermen , that had lived in former times, by unlawful fifhing en the faid River, 
to che deftruction of the young fith, as aforefaid ; but now they are reftrain’d, 
and regulated to a more orderly way of fifhing. 
There have bin other kind of abufes reformed herein, as upon complainr 
made to the Lord Mayor, concerning certain Timbers ftanding in Tilbury 
Hope; a matter not only dangerous to che Paffengers, but a caute allo to de- 
ftroy the young brood of fith,by the dammage thofe Timbers did co the Fifhere 
mens Nets, in regard of their continual ftanding in the main courfe, andcur- 
rent of the River: that great grievance was {peedily redreffed, by the provi- 
dence and prudence of the Lord Mayor, and the Water-Bayly. ; 
Furthermore, there hath been care taken, co clear and cleanfe che {aid noble 
RiverWeftward of feventy nine {tops or hatches,confifting of {undry great takes 
and piles, purpofely ere¢ted by Fifhermen for their private lucre, and ftanding 
illfavouredly for paflengers near unto the Fair deep; but none of chem remain 
now, bnt fuch as ftand out of the paffable high fream, and canbe no prejudice 
Lo paffers by ; yet fomeare permicted to be planted at the waters borrome, 
and fo they ferve asa great fuccour to the young brood of fith, being placed fo 
remote onthe River, Nor is this provident care for Security of paffencers, and 
‘confervation of che young fry or fifh, a new thing, for ic appears thar thelike 
courfe was kepr in the Reign of Henry the fourth, and after in Henry the 
eighth,as Records and Chronicles do fhew. Moreover, there is a watchful eye, 
that no carren,or dead carkafles be thrown intothe River ro pollure, e¢ intec 
the ftream. 
' Toallthefe intents and-purpofes, che Lord Mayor, and the Aldermen his 
Brethren wich the under Officers, do ufeto meet eight times-yearly, in the 
four Counties of Middlefex, Surrey, Kent, and Effex, and havea judicial firting 
fr maintenance of the Rivers Rights, and Priviledges, where they have pow- 
“ertoempanel Juries, co make Inquificion after all offences committed upon 
_the River within their extent 3 And as the Verdi&t given up by the Jury make 
tt appear, fo they proceed co the punifhment of the cranfgreffors, sSSoReaNE <O 
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the quality of che offence: aad ic is worthy che obfervation, to know the mans 
ner of their fo {olemn proceedings, whereof chis inftance fhall be produced, ex- 
tracted out of authentick Records, Oh, 2h 

Sir John Folles Knight and Lord Mayor of the City of London, and Conferva- 
tor of the River of Thames, and waters of Adedwey, affitted and accompanyed 
by the ‘Aldermen, and two Sherifts then contemporary, and arcended by the 
Recorder, andthe Sub-confervacor, or Water -bayly, wich fifty Officers and 
fervants, cooktheir Barges at Belsnfgate che third of July 1616, and within few 
hours arriv’d at Gravefend in Kent, where a Seffion for the confervancy of che 
faid River was kept before the faid Lord Mayor, and his forenamed AitRants 3 
Ac which time and place, a Jury ofthe Freeholders of the {aid County, being 
{worn co enquire of all offences committed in any part of che River whatioe- 
yer, within the {aid County, the Common Sergeant of the City (the Recordes 
being then abfent upon extraordinary occafions) deliversd them a charge to this 
effect; That, forafmuch as chere had not been any Seffion of Confervancy in 
many years pa kepe by any Lord Mayor of London in that place, it was 
probable and evident they could not be well informed, neither of the Lord 
Mayors jurisdiction and power co reform annoyances and offences there, and 
to inflic& due punifhments upon the Offendors; nor of the nature of the fer- 
vice to be by them performed in the courfe of their enquiry; therefore he 
thoughe ic convénienc to make tt known unto them, both the one and the 
other. Hereupon he fhew'd them,The Jurifdiction of the Court af Lendox in the 
River of Thames, from Stanes-bridge Weltward unto the points of the River 
next the Sea Eaftward, appeartd co belong to the City in manner and form fol- 
lowing. : 

‘ Fin, In point of right by Prefcription, asic appeareth by an ancient Book 
call’d Danthorne, that, Civitasis fundationis, adificasionis, & conftruttionis cau- 
facrat Thamefis Fluvins, quorum vero Civitasis @ Flaminis owl ess tans 
Duces, Majores, Cuftodes, Vicecomites, —Aldr, © magnares Civitatis memorate 
nae | e obtinnerunt & habucrunt ; Whence he inferrd,hat the government of 
the River hath belong'd to the City, time out of mind, In 21, Hes, 3. Forden 
Coventry one of the Sheriffs of the Cicy, was fent by the Mayor and Aldermen, 
to remove certain Kiddies thac annoy’d the Rivers of Thames and Afedway, 


‘who wltra Yenland verfus Mare, did cake divers perfons that were Offendors , 


and imprifon’d them; Whereupon, complaint being madetothe King, he 
rook the matter illatche firft, and fenc for che bord Mayor and Citizens to 
Kennington; where, upon hearing of the matter before the faid King,the Cityes 
Jurifdi@ion over the faid River, was fer forth and allow'd, and the Complai+ 
nants convine’d, and every one of them amerc’d at to/, and the amercements 
adjudged to the Ciry; And afterward, their Nets were burne by judgement 
given by che Lord Mayor and Aldermen in the Huftings, Moreover, 1, ‘Ri- 

chardi fecundi, Writs were directed to the Sheriffs of Effex and Kent reciting 
the Cities Title, with command, not to fuffer the Citizens of London to 

be moletted contrary co the Liberties formerly granted, and allowed unto 

them. 

Secondly, in poine of right Sy allowance in Eire, the confervation of the Thames 
belongs to the City: for it was preductd chat 8, Rich, 2, before Hyagh Bigot be- 
ing Jultice Itineranc, the Sherifts and Citizens of London were call’d in queftion 
for their JurifdiGtion exercifed on the Thames, before whom it was found by a 
Jury in Soathwark, Quod nullwe babeat aliquid juris in Thamifia rhe ad nevum 
gurgitens nift Cives Londonenf, In the 1 4.0f Ed,2. che Conftable of the Tower,was 
indited by divers Wards of Loxdox, before che Jufticesin Eire atche Tower,

Alfowe claim quit to our 
Citizens of Losdon all chat, thac our Conttable of our Tower of London > was 
wont to take of the faid Weares, Wherefore we will, and fteadfaftly command 
that no Conftable of the aforefaid Tower, at any time from henceforth forward 
any thing ask, nor any grievance do, to any of the fame City, by enchefen of the 
fame Weares; Itis to us known enough, and by true men, do us to underftand, 
that moft privacy, and moft profit might fall unto the fame City, and to the 
whole Realm by enchefen of the fame weares; which we make for ever firm 
and ftable unto the fame Ciry,as the Charter of our Lord King John, our Fader, 
which our Barons of London, thereof have reafonably witneffed. Witneffes, 
Exftace of London, Peter of Winchefter, Sc, At Westminfter the 18, of February, 
the year of onr Reign eleven. Befides thefe, he produced divers others in this 
Kings Raign.

before William Grocer, then Lord Mayor of Londox,where it was prefented,That 
whereas by the ancient Ordinances of London, the Mefches of Nets fhould be’ 
two Inches in the forepart, and one inch in the hinder part; and it being found, 
chat the offences according to the {aid ees are contra libertates G con= 
fuctudines Civitatis, it was adjudged, thacthe Nets fhouldbe burne, according 
tothe ancient cuttom in that behalf provided, : 

6, He goes onafter, to prove that chis Right belongs to the City by Decrees, 
In 8. Hen, 4, The Mayor and Aldermen did exhibit their humble Petition to 
che Kings Councel reciting; That,cime out of minde, tl have had the confer- 
vation and correétion of che River of Thames, of all crinks,ners,and other En- 
gines whatfoever in the River of Thames, and Medway placed, and have 
ufed to make a fab-Confervator under chem; and complaining, that Alexander 
Bonner, then {ub-Confervacor, having difcharg’d his duty,in removing Kiddels, 
he was ill entreaced by the owners, che fame owners dwelling in Erith, Putri« 
ferry, Barking, Woolwich, and other places in the Counties of Kent, and Effex:

7. He proceeds; This right appertains tothe City of London, by Letters Pa- 
tents, which he proved by a grant made by Edward the 4th, to the Earl of Pen- 
broke, for fecting up a Weare in the River of Thames: which grant was revok'd 
and arinul’d, at the inftance of the Lord Mayor,and the Aldermen upon fhew- 
ingtheir right: therefore alledg’d, Ic was contrary co their ancient Cuftoms. 
At which time, the Cities Title to the confervacy of che Thames; and Medway,

Nove, there be many things that concern the incumbency of the Conferva= 
tor of fo Noble a River, ic being an Office of no fmall extent. 

* His firtt duty is to pteferve the currency of che ftream, and the banks on 
both fides. 
Secondly, He mnft preferve che Fifhand Fry wichin the fame; He muft 
prevent all Encroachments npon the River, andthe banks thereof; as alfo ms 
7 : 7 mi % 
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mutt enquire of all Flud-gates, Mill- dams, and (uch like annoyances; and 
whether any do hurl in any foyl, duft, or rubbifh, or other filth whatloever to 
choak her. Bur for che ftrengch, and fafety of the River, againft the invafion of 
an enemy, by Block-houfes, Forts, Baftions or Caftles, and the fecuring of the 
MercKant, and Navigation to and fro, that charge belongs to che Soveraign 
Prince, and not to the City. 

But indeed, touching the former charge , circumfpeétion and care of the 
River of Thames, it is mott proper for the City of Lezdon, who lies perpecually 
by her Beds fide, and therefore in afic potture to be watchful of her: for which 
vigilance the Thames rewards her abundantly, by bringing her in the Spices 
of the South, the Jewels of the Eaft, and Treafure of che Weft; Infomuch,that 
ic may be well {aid, this Office of Confervatorfhip, or fuperintendency of fo 
Noble and u’eful a River, isasa fair flower,or rich Jewel,in the Cap of mainte- 
nance. This famous River,taking all her advantages toget her,furpafling all other 
whatloever, that pay tribute to the Ocean, if you regard the ftreightnels of her 
courle, the {tilnels of her (iream, for her proportionable latitude’; as alfo her 
length, for fhe comes {porcing along from her firlt fource, above ninefcore 
miles before fhe embolomes herfelf inthe Arms of Neptune, Add hereunto, 
the great flore, and variety of Fith fhe abounds withall ; rhe moft deleSable, 
and fertile {oiles, on both fides; _ And laftly the conveniency of her {citua- 
tion being towards the Center of England, 

And then inLerentranceto the Sea, fhe opens upon France and Flan- 
ders, having chem both inhereye ; Befides, fhe hath anorher advantagious 
property, that tothe knowing Native; the entrance into the River is fate and 
éatie, bur difficulr and hazardous co rangers, either to come in, or go out;In- 
fomuch, that ‘the Thames may be {aid to be Londons belt friend, which pucs me 
jn minde of a paflage of drollery, that happened in the time of King J ames who 
being dilpleated with the City, becanfe fhe would nor lend him fucha {um of 
. money, and the Lord Mayor and the Aldermen attending him one day , being 
fomewhat tran‘ported, he faid, that he would remove his own Court, with all 
the Records of the Tower , and the Courts of Wettmintter-Hall, to another 
pisce, wich further expreffions of his indignation, The Lord Mayor calmly 
heard all and at la(t antwered, Your Majefly hath power to do what you 
pleale. and your City of Landon will obey accordinoly ; bat (he humbly defires, 
that when your Majefty (hall remove your Courts, you would pleafe to leave the

Thetis \ap,’cis time now to land, and take a view of her greatett 

Bridge, which, if the Rupendions Site, and (tru€ture thereof be well 

confidered, may befaid tobe one of the Wonders of the World: 
though, as fome think, it hach too many Arches; fo that ic maybe faid, Jf Lone 
don Bridge had fewer eyes, it would fee far better, 

Now as we ferch’d the Thames from her Spring, fo we will fetch her Bridge 
from its firlt foundation, Ac firft there was but a Ferry kept in the place where 
now the Bridge is buile, at length che Ferriman and his Wife deceafing, left 
the {aid Ferry tocheir only Daughter a Mayden, who with other goods, left 
her by her Parents , cogecher with che profits arifing from the faid Ferry , did 
builda holy Houfe for Nuns ; in place whereof, the Eaft part of St. AZary O- 
veries ands now above the Quire, where fhe was buried : and unto that Houfe 
nf Nuns, the bequeathed the over-fight and benefit of the Ferry; But after- 
wards, that Hou‘e of Nuns being converted inco a Houfe of Prielts, the Priefts 
did build a Bridge of Timber,and from rime totime, kept the fame in good 
reparation, till at length, confidering the great charges which were beftowed 
inthe frequenc repair of the woodden Bridge, chere was at laft,by the Contri- 
butions of the Citizens, and others, a Bridge built of Stone. 

The Timber Bridge had flood fome Ages before ; for the Story faith, chac 
when Sweyn, King of Denmark, had befieged the City of London, both by Wa- 
ter and Land in the year 994. the Citizens manfully defended chemfelves 
under their King Ethelred;(o that a greac number of the Enemies was flain in 
- Battel, and part of them were drown’d in che River of Thames, becaufe they 

could not recover che Bridge: Add hereunto, that in the year 1016, Canstus 
the Dane, with a great Navy came up to Loxdon, and on the South of rhe 
Thames caus’d a Trenchco be caft, rhrough the which his Ships were tow’d 
rowards the Weft fide of the Bridge, and then with a deep Trench,and ftreight 
fiege, he encompaffed the City about. 

Moreover, 105 3, rhe Earl Gedwin, wich the like re , taking his courfe up 
the River, and finding no refiftance on the Bridge, he {ail’d up the South fide. 
Further, 1067, William the Conquerar in his Charter to the Church of St. Peter 
in Wefiminfter, confirmed to the Monks ferving God there, a Gate in London 
call’d Battelphs Gacethen, with a Wharf which was ac the head of London 
Bridge, 

We read likewife, chat Anno 1114, in the raign of Henry1. che River of 
Thames was fo dryed up, and the water grew fo fhallow,, that between the 
Tower of London and the Bridge, not only with Horfe, but people might have 

- pafled over a foot, : 
Ip 
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In the year 1122, Thomas Arden gave to the Monks at Bermondfey the 
Church of St. George in Southwark, and five fhillings yearly rent ouc of che 
Land pertaining to London-Bridge. There is alfo a remarkable Charter of 
Hen.1. upon Record,tothistenor. Henry King of England, te Ralph Chiche- 
fer, and all the Minifters of Suffex, ferdeth greeting ; Know ye, I command by my 
Kingly anthority, that the Manor call'd Alcetton, eich my Father gave with other 
Lands to the Abbey of Battle,be free, and quiet from Shiers and Hundreds, and alt 
other Cuftomes of earthly fervit ude, as my Father held the (ame moff freely and qni- 
etly, and namely from the work of London- Bridge, the work of the Caftle at Peven- 
fey: And this 1 command upon my forfaiture, Witnefe William de Pontdelarche 
_at Berry. 

The firlt year of King Stepbex, a fire began in the houfe of one Ailwards neer 
unto Londos-ftone, which confum’d Eaft unto Ledgate, and Welt to St. Erkenf- 
wald’s fhrine in St. Pasls Church. The Bridge of Timber upon che River of 
Thames was alfo burne, but afterwards repair’d, Befides in the Reign of the {aid 
King Stephen, and of Hen, 2. men ttood in great numbers upon the Bridge to 
fee paflimes chat wereuponthe River. ‘In che year 1163, chat Bridge was 

_ Not only repaird, but buile all of new Timber as before, by Peter Colechurch 
‘ Prieftyand Chaplain. : . 

This ferves to thew, thac there was a Timber Bridge alone trac of time 
_ over the Thames, which was maintain’d partly by the proper Lands thereof , 
"partly by the Legacies and liberalicy of divers perfons, and partly by tax- 
a divers heirs, at leaft 215 years before che Bridge of tone was 
ereSted, 

Now, about che year 1176 the flone-Bridge had its firft foundation by the 
forefaid Peter of Cole-Church, near unto the place of the Timber Bridge, but 
fomewhac more Weft, for the Chronicle faith,thae Buttolphes Wharf was at the 
end of Londox-Bridge ; The King not only countenanced, but affitted the great 
work, a Cardinal being then here Legate,and Richard Archbifhop of Canterbu- 
ty > gave 1000 Marks cowards the Foundation. The courfe of the River fora 
time was turn’d another way about, by a crench caft up for chat purpole, begin- 
ning Eaft about Radriff, and ending inthe Weft about Patricksey, now call’d 
Batterfay, This work, to wit,the Arches,Chappel,and che Scone Bridge over the 
Thames at Lindon, having been 33 years in building, was in the year 1209 fini- 
thed, by the worthy Citizens of London, viz, Serle Mercer, William eAlmane, 
and Beneditt Botewrire, being principal Mafters of chac Fabrique: for Peter 
Colechurch was dead four years before, and was as the principal BenefaStor bu- 
ried in che Chappel on che Bridge. 

Certain void places were given by King Jobs to build upon about London, the 
profics whereof were affign’dto maintain the Bridge. 

A Maton, being Matter Workman of the Bridge, builded from the foundati- 
on the large Chappel on chat Bridge upon his own charges, which Chappel was 
_ then endow’d with two Prietts and four Clerks, @c. befidesChanteries; After 

the finifhing of this Chappel, which was the firft building upon thole Arches, 
fundry Manfion Houfes in tra& of time were erested; whereunto many 
charitable men gave Lands, Tenements ,and {ums of money towards the main- 
tenance thereof; All which was fometimes regiftred, and fairly wricten in a 
Table for poltericy, which was put up inthe faid Chappel, rill at laft the faid 
Chappel was turn’d co a dwelling Houle, and thén remov’d to che Bridge- 
houte: Now, in Hex, 7. time it ftands upon Record, thar all rhe payments and 
allowances belonging co Loxdon-Bridge, amounted to above 815 /, by which 
account made then, may be partly gueffed the great Revenues, and incomes of 
thefaid Bridge, and to what improvement, and encreafe it may be come unto 
by this time, 


But 
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But this noble Bridge, as other earthly chinzs, hath fuffer'd many dilafters 
fince: for four years after the finifhing thereof, in the year 1212, onthe roth, of 
Fuly at nigfic, the Burrough of Southwark on the South fide of Thames, as allo 
the Church ot our Lady of the Canons there,being on fire, and an exceeding 
great multitude of people paffing the Bridge, eicher to extinguifh and quench 
it, orto behold and gaze upon ir, fuddenly the North part by blowing of the 
South wind, was alio tet on fire , and the people which were then pafling the 
Bridge perceiving che fame,would have returned, but were {topp’d by the fury of 
the fire: and it came to paffe as they ftayed all in a confternation, and prorrakt- 
edthetime ; the other South end of the Bridge, was al‘oferon fire ; fothac 
the people thronging themilelves betwixt two raging fires, did nothing elfe buc 
expect prefent death; Whereupon, there cameto fave them many fhips and 
veflels, into which the multitude fo inadviiedly rnfh’din,char the fhips being 
thereby (unk, they all perifhed; And ic was found chat above three ci.ouland 
fouls perifhed by chis difjaftrous accident at that rime, whofe bodies were tound 
hait burnt, befides thofe who were turn’dto afhes. 

Furthermore, in the year 1282, through a great froft and deep frow, five 
Arches of London Bridge were born down, and deftroyed: Alittle after, Ayno 
1289, the Bridge was .o fore decayed tor want of reparations, thar people were 
afraic to pais thereon.and a {ubfidy was granted towards the amendment there- 
of; Atterwards,Sir Joba Britain being then Caftos of London eAnno 1381, 2 
great Collection was made by all the Clergy for the repair of Lexdon- Bridge. 

Inthe year 1381, 0n Sc. Georges day was a great iqlemnity of Jufts and Tour- 
nements upon London- Bridge, between David Ear! ot Crawford of Scotland, and 
the Lord Wells of England, whereby one may infer, that the Houtes werenot - 
there fo chick, at that time. 

The Tower on Londen-bridge, at the North end ofthe Draw-bridge (which 
was then in a poftureto be drawn up) was built e4nn0 1426, in the Majoralry 
of John Rainwell, Anno 1471, a houie call’d the Common fiege on London- 
Bridge, tumbled down into the Thames by death of divers perions a little 
after, 

But ir the year fixteen hundred chirty three, there happend a moft raging 
di'mal fire upon the North fide of London-bridge , which by computation con- 
fumrd sbove the third pare ofthe Buildings thereof ; But by che commendable 
care of she Cicy, there are other goodly ftructures rais’d up in fome of their 
rooms, of a ftronger’‘and more ftately way of building, and pity itis, chat the 
werk were not compleaced there being no object (after the Church of St. Pan/s) 
that can conduce more to the glory and Ornament of chistenowned City. 

Befides, this Bridge that may becall’d, the Bridge of the world, there 
ate other inferior Bridges, which have frill the names of Bridges that 
belong to the Cicy of London, the firlt is Fleet-bridge in the Welt, 
fenc’d with iron Pikes, on which cowards che South there be certain 
Lanchorns of Stones, for lights to be placed in Winter Evenings, for com- 
modity of paffengers; Under this Bridge runs a water fometimescall’d, the 
River /¥elds, buc {ince Turn-hill brook, and now Fleet D:ke, becauie it runs by che 
Fleet under ground to the River of Thames ; this Bridge hath been far greacer 
intimes pais'd, but lteffened as the water courfe hath been narrowed, 

Over the fayd River of Wells northerly ftands Oldenbridge, now Helborx- 
bridge, {0 call’dof a boorn that fometimes ran down Helborz hill into the Ri- 
ver ; this Bridge like Fleet-bridge ,ferves for paffage only. 

. Then. comes Cow-bridge more Northerly over the fame water near unto Cow- 
Lane, but this Bridge being decayed, another of Timber is made more North to- 
wards Chicklane, 

There are fome other {mall Bridges over the Town-ditch, viz. without Ea/d- 
gate, without Bifhop/gate, Mooregate, the Poftern of Cripplegate, as alfo without 

: Alderfgate 
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Alder{gate, che Poftern of Chrifts Hopital, Newgate, and Ludgate, which ar€ 
now paved eaven with the ftreets;. only there remains one ot Timber over the 
River of Wels or Fleet Dike, There have bin in tormer ages divers Bridges in 
fandry places over the courfe of Wallbrook,; but now they are made level! with 
the pavements of the Streets, fo that the water-courfe can now be hardly difco- 
4 being vaulted over with Brick, 


ver’ 
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Nd now that we arecome fo near the famous and great Tower Pala- 
tine, or Cittadel of London ; we will tty whether we can get in thi- 
ther, without paying fees, and take a view thereof as briefly as we 
can, it bein an ill-favoured, and tedious thing to ftay there long, 

I know ic is the current vulgar opinion , that Julins Cefar, che firt Congue- 
your,or rather indeed Difcoverer of Britain, was the Original Founder thereof, 
but there is aery litle probability of truth in that for two Reafonss The firtt is, 
the little ftay he made here, during which he had other things to think onr 
The fecond is, that he himfelf who 1s {o exa&t in bis relations, {pecially ifchey 
conducé co his honour ; nor any other Remas Author, makes any mention of 
of fach 2 work, or Fabrique ; Therefore,that opinion which approacheth truth 
the neereft, is, that William of Normandy the Conqueror, was the firtt tracer and 
_ eretor of the Tower of Lendox, as Edmond de Hadenham, an old Enelifh Anti- 
quary affirms , The firft part chat was buile, was che great {quare and White 
Tower, ( though black to fome) which was about the year 16078, where- 
of Gundulph Bithop of Rochefter was principal Supervifer and Surveyer, who. 
was log’d thenin che honfe ofEdmere a Burgeffe of Londox,as it ftands upon La- 
tine Record in the forenamed Author. 

Now it is to be confidered, that at firft che wall of the Cicy was in many pla- 
ces furnifhrd with fundry Baftions and Turrets in due diftance one from the 
other, and divers ftood on the waters fide,where fome of the faid Wall extended 
atfirtt, bur the Thames with her ebbings and flowings, did as ic were corrode, 
and fubvert thofe Buildings on che South fide; Wherefore the Conqueror 
(for then che Art of fortification was come toa.greatet perfection) for defence — 
of the City and River, pitch’d upon that place as molt convenient, co erect 2 
Bulwarkrin the Eaft part of the Wall. The Whice (quareTower (as was former! 
faid) was firft erected, and finifhed in the Conquerors time, but ftood naked pa | 
fingle wichour other Buildings a good while: and the flory faich, chat in 7lliams 
Refuscime, ic was bythe injury ofthe Heavens, and violence of rempelt fore 
fhaken, and fome part tumbled down, which was repair'd by the faid Rufus 
and Henry the firtt, who alfo caufed a Caftle co be buile under the faid 
Whice Tower, on the South fide towards che Thames , and he farrounded thac 
alfo wich a trong Wall; Now, Hesry of Hastindon relates, chatVVill, Rufus 
challeng’d che invefticure of Prelates , and pill’d the people picifully, tofpend 
the crealure about the Tower of Londos, and the great Hall ac VVeftminfier, 
whereof he was Founder. The firft Keeper of che Tower of London was call’ 
Conftable, Oftowerus, Acolinilles, Otho, atid Geoffrey Aagnaville, were che firft 
four Coxftables of the Tower of London by {ucceflion , all which held a portion 
of Land chat appercain’dto the Priory of che Holy Trinity near Algate, viz, Eap 
Srothfield, as belopging co that Office, making thercofa Vineyard;.andwould 
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would not part with ic till che fecond year of King Stephen, when by judgment 
of the Court, it was reftored totheChurch, The forelaid Geoffery Aagnaville, 
was at onetime Conftable of the Tower, Sherif of London, Middlefex,E (fex,& Hart 
ford(bire, as the Chronicles relate; He alfo fortified the Tower of London acaint 
King Stephen, but che King took him at laft ac St. eA/banes, and wonld not free 
him till he had furrendred che Tower of London, with the Caftles of /Valden and 
Plafbey in Effex, Richard de Lucie was Anno 1155 Conftable of rhe Tower of 
London, and allo of Caftle the of WVinfore. . 

About the beginning of che Raign of Richard the fir, William Longfhdnk, 
Bithop of Ely, and Chancellour of England, for (ome diffentions ’cwixc him, and 
John the Kings Brother, who was in Rebellion, enclos’d the Tower of Londons 
with an outward Wall of ftone embattail’d , and alfocaufed a deep ditch to be 
ig abont che fame, and thonght to have environ’d ic with the River of 
Thames, 

The Lien Tower was built by Edward the fourth, & Frederick, the Emperor,ha- 
ving {ent for a ptefent chree Leopards:they were firft kept at Woodstock (which 
was the fist Park of England seven miles about; ro the deftruation of fome 
Churches, and Chappels adjacent by Hesry the third) but afterwards, all fuch 
wild Beatts, as Lions, (which are call’d the Beafts of che Royall Prerogative) to- 
gether with Leopards, Lines, and Porpentines, have been kept in that part of che 
Tower, whichis called Lions Tower, And we read,that Edward the 2d. come 
manded the Sheriff of Londen, to pay 6d. per diem,ro rhe Keeper of the Lions and 
Leopards, for their fuftenance , and three half pence.a day tor the Keeper's diet, 
out of the Fee-farm ofthe City, In formertimes, there were perfons ef high 
quality chat kept thefe Beafts (whereof che Earl of Oxford was one) and they 
hada Penfion from the Crown belongingtothe Office, Mr. Robert Gill avery 
worthy Gentleman hath the place now, and hath had it many years, Nor was 
the Tower ever better furnith’d with Lions chan it is now, there being fixinall, 
young andold. Edward the fourth fortified che Tower of Loxdox, and enclofed 
with Brick. a certain enclofireofground taken from Tower-bill Weftward,now 
call'dthe Ballwark,, His Officers alfo fet up upon the aid Hill a Gallowes, and 
a Scaffold, for the execution of offendors; whereupon the Lord Mayor com- 
plaining to the King, ali che anfwer he had, was, that ic was not doneto the 
derogation of the City. 

In the year 1216, the Tower of Loxdon was delivered to Lewisof France, by 
the Barons of England, who banded againft the King ; Anne.1222, the Giti- 
zens of London, having made an uprore again the Abbot of Weftmsinfter,Hubere 
de Burghchief Juftice of England cameto the Tower of Losdon, and fummoned 
before him the Mayor and Aldermen: of whom he enquired » and demanded 
the principal Authors of that Infurreétion. Among whom one Con/fantine 
Fitzxaeluphe confefs’'d that he was the man, faying undauntedly thathe was the 
aman, and that he had done much leffe than he had chought co have done; 
‘Whereupon the Juftice paffed him over to Falke de Brent, who witha band 
of arm’d men; brought him tothe Gallowes where he wasexecuted. Anno 
1244. Griffeth che eldett Sonto Lrellin Prince of Watles,being kept prifoner in 
the Tower, devifed means to efcape, and having made a Line of the Sheers and 
Hangings, he Cc himfelf down from the top of che Tower, but inthe fliding, 
oe eee of his Body, he being a corpulent man, brake che rope with his 
neck together. 

King Henshe 3d.imprifoned the Sheriffs of London, Anno 12.53, for the efcape 
ofa prifoner out of Newgate, The fame Henry with his Queen,to fecure him(elf 
from rebelling Barons,kept his Court at the Tower,8& fent for the Lords ro hold 
a Parliament ; and che next year his Queen paffing through Londos-Bridge, the. 
Londoners did oucrage her as (he pa(s’d hurling ftones and dirt ac her, info 
much that fhe was forc’dto return; hereupon the Mayor, Aldermen, and om 
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~ riffs were fent to divers Prifons, and a Cu/tes was fet over the City for che time? 
viz. Othon Conttable of che Tower, until {ubmiffion had bin made, and other. 

fatisfaction given, : 

_ Icis upon Record, chat Edw, 2, allowed a Knight 2 d. per diens, and a Squire 
a peny, for their Diet; as long as they were prifoners in che Tower upon his 
Command: Roger Mortimer being prifoner in the Tower, gave his Watch- 

mena fleeping potion, and fo efcaped; buc afterwards, he was arraigned and 
condemned by his Peers, without perfonal appearance, and {fo executed at the 
Elmes, where he hung two dayes. : 

The Londoners in the year 137 6. feized upon the Tower, wreftingthe ke#s 

out of che Conftables hands, chey freed all che Prifoners , and kept it in their 
hands for che ufe of Queen Jfabel, ahd her Son Edward; both Tower and 
City. gS : 

the firtt gold that was coin’d inche Tower, wasin the raign of Edward the 
third, and the peeces were call’d Florences, of the value of 6%, 8d; Perceval 
de poft being Mafter of the Mint at that time, All great fams before, were uled 

to be payd by the weight, as fo many pounds or marksof filver, or fomany 
ounds or marks of gold; but they bore no ftamp, the leffer payments were 
in Starlings,which was the only coin then current, and ftamp’d, which were 
pence focall’d, And they had cheir antiquity no further, then from the raign 
of King Henrythefecond, Neverthelefs, the Saxon coines. before the Con- 
queft, were pence of fine filver, fornewhat weightier, and better then the latcer 
ftarlings, and the probableft Reafon that is given, why it was ftarling money, 
was, becaufe in the ring or border of the peny, there was a Starre ftamp- 
ed. ; 
 Buctco recurnto che Tower of Londow : In the year 1360, Jobs the French 

King being Prifoner in che Tower, King Edward the third, being newly retur- 

ned victorioufly from France, the firlt thing he did, wasto vifit his Prifoner 

whofe ranfome was affeffed afterwards at three millions of Florences or No- 

bles ; whereupon he was brought honourably to the Sea fide: Anno 1387, 
King Richard kept his Chriftmas in the Tower , and the year after was clapc 

up Prifoner there, ' 

Inthe year 1458. there were Juftsand Tonrnements in the Tower,wherein 
the chief Actor was the Duke of Somerfer; eAnne 1465, Henry the fixth , was 
brought Prifonerto the Tower, where he remained many years, of whom was 
given this Character, that he was a good King, but born in anilltime : The Mayor 
of London Sir Richard Lee,and the Aldermen, freed che faid King Henry once 
from his imprifonment ; but being fent thither again, he was pitcifully mur- 
thered, e4un0 1478, The Duke of Clarence was drowned ina But of Afalm/fey 
wichin the Tower: and 5. years after young Edward che filth, wich his Brother, 
were by che practices of Richard che third , ftifled there becwixt two Fether~ 
beds, as the current tory goes. . 

John Earl of Oxford, Anno 1485. was. made Conftable of the Tower, arid he 
had alfo the keeping of the Lions, and Leopards, as the Rory makes men- 
tion, 

ueen Elizabeth, Wifeto Henry the 7th, died ini the Tower, Azno 1502,in 

Child-birch, and che year before.there was running at tile, and tourney chete; 
The Chappel inthe bigh white Tower was burnt 4uno 1512. Queen Anne 
Bullein, was bebeaded inthe Tower 1541, anda little after , che Lady Kathe- 
rine Howard, both Wifes to Henrythe eighth : Axn0 1546, aftrange accident 
happened in the Tower: for one Foxley, who was Pot-maker for the Mint, be-? 
ing fallen afleep, he could not be awakened by pinching, cramping, or burning. 
for fourteen dayes, at which time he awak’das frefh asat the firft day he began 


to fleep, 
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In Henry che eighths cime, the Tower was e.er and anon fuli of prifoners,a- 

. mong others Sir 7) homas More, Lord Chancellor of England , was clap’d there 
clofe Prifoner : and at laft they took away from him all his Books, fo he did 
fhnt up all his windows, and liv'd afterwards in obfcurity , and being asked 
Why, he-anfwered, *Tis time to fhat up (hop, wher the Ware is all gone: Ac his fir 


entrance to the Tower, the Gentleman Porter, ask’d for his fee , which isthe 


upper Garment, whereupon Sir 7: homas pull’d off his Cap to give him, but chat 
not fufficing, he pull’d out a handful of Angels, end gave him a good many, a 
Knight that was in his Company telling him,that he was glad to tee him fo full 
of Angels: yes, anfwered he, J love to carry my friends alwayes about 
Me = : 

The young Lady Jane, was beheaded there not long after, and upon the Scaf- 
fold (hemade a mott ingenious Speech, and full of pity, Thke (he came thither, 
10 ferve for an example to pofterity, that innocence cannot be axiy protettion againft 
greatne(s; And that (he was come thither,nos for afpiring to a Crown, but for not 
refufing one, when st was offered Her, 

Queen Elizabeth was brought up sani years in that School of affliftion,but 
afterwards fhe may be faidto have gone from the Scaffold roche Throne ; For 
the truthis, that the Scaffold had made an endof her, had not King Phils 
her Brother in Law, ftrongly interceded for her, In her dayes, Robert Earl of 
Eex loft his head in the Tower, which he might have kept on many years 
longer, had he not bin betrayed by the Lady /alfingham ; to whom after the 
fentence of condemnation, he fenca Ring, which the Queen had given him as 
a token that fhe would flick rohim it any danger: the Lady delivered not this 
Ring, and being a little after upon her Death-bed, fhe defired to {peak with the 
Queen, and having disburthened a.great weight which lay upon her Con(ci- 
ence for that act, the Queen flung away in a fury, and never enjoyed her {elf 
perfectly after chattime, but fhe would break our often into paffion, and 
wring her hands, crying, OE (ex, Effex. And this Earl was the lait, who was 
executed within the walls of the Tower. 

In King Faees’s time, for 22 years, there was no blood (pile, in the Tower, 
or upon Tower-hill, only Sir Gervafe Elwayes was hanged there, when he was 
Lieutenant: and one remarkable paffage there was in his Speech upon the Lad- 
der, that being in the low Countries, and much addicted to gaming, he made 
avew,that if ever he played more above {uch a value, he might be hanged;buc 
he did violace the Oath , and forthe juft Judgernent of Heaven did fall upon 
him, accordingly as he faid, . 

The Earl of Caftlehaven was brought from the Tower. to be execured for hor- 
rid kinds of incontinencies in Charles the firfttime; Afterwards, inthe raign 
of the long Parliament, and ever fince , the Tower of Lowden hath had more 
number of Prifoners , chen it had in the compaffe of ahundred years be« 
fore. 

This ftately Tower of London, ferves not only for a Gaol to detain prifoners, 
bucfor many other ules, It isa trong Fort, or Cittadel , which fecures both 
City and River, It {erves not only to defend, but to command either, upon oc- 
cafion ; It ferves asa royal Randezvonz for Affemblies and Treaties; It is the 
iTreafury for the Jewels and Ornaments of theCrown; The great Archive 
which conferves all the old Records of the Courts of Juftice at Weffminfler Ic 
is the place tor the Royal Mint, and Coynage of Goldand Silver; It is che chief 
‘Magazin and Armory, or Arfenal of the whole Land, for Martial Engines, and 
Provifion. There-only,is the Brake or Rack, ufually call’d the Duke of Exceter’ 
Daughter, becanfe he was the firft Inventer of ic. 

And laftly, Icis a creat Ornament, by the fituation ef ic, both ro the Ri- 
yer and City, 

. This 
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The Cicy of London hath divers other inferior Towers, as thac on che North 

of the great Bridge. Ac the South end over the Gate, there is alfo another 
Tower over London- Bridge, which hath fuffered many accidents of firing, and 
-otherwile , and.wasftill made up by the cate and charge of the City , {pecially 
_one time when it was under baltard Fawcenbridge, burnt by the Marrinersyand 
SaylersofKest, ; 

The Antiquaries fpeak of two Caftles that were inthe Welt part of London, 
_one call’d che Cattle of Afonfiqnet » which was built by a Baron of that name, 
. who came over with che Conqueror, whicli‘was afterwards demolifhed, and 
‘the Black Fryers rifen up out of che ruines of it; The fecondCattle is Bayxards 

Castle, by Panis Whart, built alfo by one Baysard , who came over withthe 
Conqueror: who being ennobled , the honour of Bayxards Cattle {ucceeded 
from Father to Son,a long time, till ic cameto Sir Robert Fitzwager, a valiant 
_Cavalier : who being fallen into che difpteafure of King Jobx, in the Barons 
Warres, was banifhed, and Baynards Cattle deftroyed ; But afterwards , being 
reftcredto the Kings favour, by an exployt he did in France, he was re-invefted 
in all his Livings, and forepair’d Baynards Caftle again: Moreover, he was 
made chief Banner-bearer of che City of Londos, whereof he had a Charter, 
which ran to this fenfe, ‘That he (aid, Rebert Fitzwater , and his Heirs, ought 
-&co be, and are chief Basnerers of London, in fee for the Chaftilary , which he 
Sand his Anceftors had from Baynards Cattle, and the faid City, In time of War, 
“the faid Robert and his Heires, ought toferve the City as followeth, The faid 
© Refert (he being the rwencieth man of Armeshimielf) ought to come on 
'¢Horfeback, covered with Cloth or Armor, under che grear Wet door of St. 
'& Paul, wich his Banner difplayed beforehim; and when he is came mounted 
‘to thac door, and apparreld, as before is (aid, The Maior (wich the Aldermen 
’ and Sheriffs) in cheic Arms, thall come ontof the Church of St, Pant, 
“unto the faid Welt door, the Maior bearing a Banner in his hand, all on foot,

Marhematicks ; The three Chutches which had thefe Schools by Priviledges, 
were the Cathedral Church of Saint Paul, for by General Cotihcel held in the 
year 1176 at Rome itt che Patriarchy of Saint Lateran, it was decreed, that eve- 
ry Cathedtal Church fhould have a Schoolmafter co teach poor Schollers, and 
others: The fecond,was St, Peters in Weftminjter, whereof Jngxlphus Abbot of 
Crowland in the Reign of Willian: the Conqueror writes thus; / Ingulphus ax 
humble fervant of God, born of Exglifh Parents in the moft beantiful City of Lon 
don , for to attain to Learning, was firft pat to Weltmintter, and after to ftndy ap 
Oxtord, &c, Thethird School, ‘feemes to have bin in the Monaftery of Sr, Savi- 
our in Bermondfey at Southwark, 

There were other Schools built afterwards, as that of St Folos by Sisithfield, 
afd that of Saint Bartholmei, chat of Saibe Afary Gveries, and that of the holy 
Trinity by Ealdgate, with diversothers; But tovchihg Philofophy and other 
Sciences, in regard chat che Colledges in Oxford and Cambridge did {o much en- 
create; theformer meetings it Loxdon, ahd di’putes in Philofophy,chac were 
uled ro be,did difcontinue ; Only of late years; chat noble Afecenas and Patri- 
Ory Sir Thomas Grefham, did ere& to his eternal honour a (olledge for all the 
Sciences,in B jhag@ate-ftreet, as an attendant cohis Royall Exchange, 

‘ “Fhe Chroniclesteach us, that Hesry the fifch having fupprefled the Priories

" Moreover, in che yeat 155 3, after che erettion of Chrifts Hefpital, which riffe

Anno 1561 the Alarchant Taylors of London, founded one notable Schools 
in the Parith of St. Lawrente Poultney, The houfe was fomerimes the Duke of 
Butkinghams called, the Mannor of the Rofe, which Mr. Richard Hills Matter 
of the company,did purchafe for 5001. and beftowed ic for a free School.

Anno 1579 Sit Thomas ae (Queen Elizabeths Royal Marchant or A~ 
pent,{poken ofbetore) gave the .Reyal Exchange, with all che buildings theres 
unto appertaining, o#z. the one moity co the Mayer and Comminalty of Lox- 
don, and their Succeffors, upon trutt chat chey perform as fhall be declared; and 
the other moity to the Mercers on the fame confidence;The Maior & Aldermen 
are co find four to read Lectures of Divinity , Aftronomy, Mufick, and Geome- 
try within chat dwelling in Bifopsgate-freet, and'to beltowthe ium of zoo], 
viz,50l, per annum coevery Reader. The Mercersalfo are to find three Readers 
in the (ame place, that is, The (+l Law, Phyfickand Rhetorick, and every 
Reader was co have 501. a yearftipen‘d , which great gift was confirm’d after- 
wards by Act of Parliament, ard fo to continue forever. 

Thefe Lectures are to be read every day inthe weekin Term time (Sundays 
excepted) in the Latine Tongue in the morning, and che fame in Englifh in che 
fame dayesafternoon, only the Mufick Lecture, whereof Doctor Ball was che 
firt LeGturers was co be read only in Englifh, . 

Moreover, there is in and about the City of London, a whole Univerfiry, as 
ic were of Students,Practifers,or Pleaders,and Judges of the Lawes of England, 
not living of common Salaries, asis ufed in orher Academies ; but of their 
private maintenance, as being fupported,by their own means or practile, or ex- 
hibition from their friends ; In {o much thac moft of them are Sons & youn- 
ger Brothers to wealthy Parents, where, befides the knowledge of the Laws, 
they learn all other civilities and exercifes befides. 

Of thele Nurferies or Societies there are fourceen, whereof nine do ftand 
within che Liberties of the City, and five wichous; Thofe chac ftand within 
the Liberties are, Sargeants Inne in Fleet-ftreet,Sargeaxts Inne in Chancery Lane, 
the two Temples, which are called, Jnzs of Court ; The other ate, Cliffords Inne, 
Thavies Innein Holborn, Furnevals Inne, Barnards Inve, and Staples Lene,which 
are cermd Inns of Chancery, 

Without the Liberties, there is Grayes Inne in Holburn, Lincolns Inne, (which 
aré Inns of Court) Clements Inne, New Inne, and Lions Inne, which are houfes 
ofChancery. In former time, there was in Scroeps Courtin Holborn an Inne of 
Sargeants alfo ; There was likewilc where Somer/etHonfe now ftands Chefers 
Inne or Strand Inne, inthe liberty of the Dutchy of Lancaffer , which was pull’d 
down with many other Buildings, to make room for Somerfer Houle, who had 
alfo his materials trom St. John of Ferufalem, which fome held to beno better 
than Sacriledge; and theretore that fatal death,to be beheaded, befell the Duke 


of Somserfer , who with his Councel were, it feems, fo infatuated, that they for- 
got 
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Sor to call for his Clergy, whereby, by the Lawes:of England; he might have bin 
faved. Juftice Fortefeae makes mention alfo. ofa rench houle of Chancery ,but he 
names not the place. The choifeft, gentlieft & moft ingenious wics of che Land, 
are founds among thefe Scudents’of | the Inns of Courc, having c6monly bin era- 
duates before, in one of the Univerfities ; Bue the Inns of Chancery being as ic 
were Provinces {ubjeed feverally to the Inns of Court be.chiefly made up of 
Atrerneys, Sodlicitors, and Clerks that follow.the Courts of Wefiminffer Hall, 
yet many ofthem remove to one of the great Inns of Court , where continuing 
feven years, ard frequenting Readings, Mo6tirgs, Boltings, and other 
learned Exercifes, they improve themfelves in the knowledge of the Lawes: 
they are chen by rhe confent of the Beachers , who are moft commonly ofthe 
grave and learned fort felected, & call’d co the degree of Utter Barriffers , and 
fo enabled to be Praéticioners in the Law, both in cheit Chamber, and at the 
Barre in open CourtsOfthefe after they be call*d to'a further ftep of preferment, 
2.were wled to be.chofen every year to be Readers, who make ewoReadings eve- 
ry-year our of fome chove hard points in the Law,one in Lewt,the other in 4#- 
gaft. Out of thefe Benchers and Readers, Sergeants at Law are made, and of

Befides, he was the firft who kept Court in his own Houle, for redrefling of

Queen Elizabeth did much favour the City of London ; and for che better 
coe thereof, gave way for a Provoft Mar{bal to be a¢ppoin- 
ted.

The Saxons, Portreves, 
The Norman Kings ac their firlt comming, Bayliffs, and fometimes Provofts, 
Then came the Office to be eftablithed in the Title of AZaior,which hath conri- 
nued anytime thefe 467. years, though it was interrupted fometimes by a 
Cx/tos; which fome of the Kings, as Heary the chird, and Edwardche firft, upon 
a difpleafure againft the Cicy, were ufed to appoint. 

This great Urban Magittrate, the Maior of London, ufeth to be chofen upon ° 
the feaft of Sc. Michael the Archangel, every yéar out of the fix and twenty Al- 
dermen, who are his Brethren ; but he cakes not his place,until che 28, of Ota: -

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There be divers ocher great publick Officers belong co the Government of 
the City of Londor, as the ewo Sheriffs,which, like the Lord Maior, are bue ane 
nual ; The Recorder, the Chamberlain, the Common Sergeant, the Towns 
Clark, os common Clark, the Remembrancer, all Efquires. 

The Sheriffs are chofen upon Midiummer day: they formerly were ufed to be 
elected out of che Commonalty; and fometimes they came to be Aldermen, as 
many Aldermen were made Majors, chough nor having bin Sheriffs ; Buc of 
latter years, the Sheriffs have bin Aldermen before, or prefently atrer their E- 
Je&tion; And ’cis remarkable , chat Nicolas Faringdos was 4 times Maior of 

London, and yet never Sheriff. 

Now touching the Election of chefe Officers, we fhall give a brief account, 
the prime Magiftrate, the Lord Maior and the Aldermen, met at Guild- 
hall ac 8. inthe morning, in their Scarlet Gowns,and their Cloaks fur'd riding 
‘on Horleback, and having bin a while in the Councel Chamber, they come 
forth into the Orphans Court, whence they go in their Cloaks to the Chappel, 
to hear Service and Sermon, where the Lord Major, with fome of the Alder- — 
men, take the Communion, which being ended, and Offrings delivered, chey 
return to the Councel Chamber, and thence to the Hsffings, the highelt 
Court; where the Recorder makes a Speech, touching the bufinels in hand:then 
they go back to the Lord Maiors Court, where they remain, che doors fhut un- 
til the Election be brought unto them; Then the common Sargeant having 
the Sheriffs on either fide, and the Sheriffs ocher Officers about them, makes 
another Speech, couching the Cuftom of the City in this kind; whereupon, 
they choofe two , whofe names are brought up to the Lord Maior and the Al- 
dermen, who by {crutiny, elec one of thole two,whom the Commons had no- 
minated before. Then the Lord Maior returns to che Ha/ings, and he who is 
cho‘en, goeth upon his left hand, and fitreth nexc him ; Then the Recorder 
{peaks again to the Commons, nominating the perfon whom the Lord Maior, 
and the Aldermen had admitted, and demands whether it be cheir free choyces 
the commons affirming it, che Sword-bearer goes tothe Lord M.ior,Eleé&, and 
caketh off his Tippet (which he cakes for his fee) and puts on his Chain;where- 
upon, he making a fhort Speech of gratitude, che Lord Maior , and the new E- 
lest, go to the Eldeft Sheriffs Houfe ro dinner. 

After dinner, the Lord Ele& taking the Common Hunt , and other Officers 
to attend him, befides a Company of Aldermen, goeth tothe Lord Keeper of 
the great Seal of England, where five or fix Aldermen prefent him,wearing ci.eir 
Violet Gowns. 

The morrow after Michaelmas day,the Lord Maior and che Aldermen go 
wirh the two new Sheriffs to che Exchequer-chamber in Weltminfter, where 
they are prefenced and {worn, and the old Sheriffs are fworn alfo co their ac- 
count, 3 

On Simon and Fudes day, the Aldermen and Sheriffs attend the old Lord 
Maiot at his Houle , whence they come in their formalities to the Hx/tings, 
where being fate, the common Cryer commands filence: then che Town- 
Clark exhibices an Oath to che Lord Maior Ele&, which being done, the for- 
mer Lotd Maior giveth place to the New; which being done, the Chamberlain 
delivers him che Scepger, next the Keyes of the Common Seal ; and laftly, the 
pe o the Majomity; Then the Sword-bearer delivers him che

On the morrow after, all the Aldermen and Sheriffs folemnly meec at the 
new Lord Maiors Houfe, by 8. in the morning , whencé they goto the Guild- 
Hall, and thence co che Vine-Tree, where chey take Barge, and are rowed in 
fate to Weftminfter-Hall,the relt of the chiet Companies attending in cheir fe- 
veral Barges, with their Arms, Colours, and Streamers, ina very gay manner; 
Being come to the Hall, they go round about , and falute all the ear of

After dinner, the Lord Mayor with all the Companies attending, ride folemn= 
ly co Saint Yawls,co do their devotions; and fo che Ceremony of that great day is 
concluded, . . 
_ Touching the Election of the Sheriffs, the Lord Mayor and the Aldermen 
meet at 8 inthe morning at Guild-hall in cheir violet-colour’d Gowns, and 
their Cloaks of Scarlet’ lin’d buc without horfes; where from the Cownfel- 
Chamber, they go rotheOrphans Court, & fo tothe Haftings, where the Recer- 
der having made a {peech touching the prefent meeting, the Mayor & Aldermen 
o toche Mayors Court, the dores (hut upon them, then the Commons fall to 
the Ele &tion of Sheriffs,as allo a Chamberlain, two Bridg-mafters, the Auditors 
of the Cicy and Bridg-hexfe Accounts, and the Surveyors for Beer and Ale: 
which being done, the Sheriffs with the other Officers, the Common Cryer go- 
ing before them with his Mace, go uptothe Lord Afayor and the eAldermen, to 
caryup the report of what isdoneatthe Hx#ings, whither the Lord Mayor , 
and the Aldermen de{cend again, and confirm the Elections; Then the Recor 
der making them a Speech of thanks, the meeting ends, 

Now touching the Huftings, which we have mentioned fo often, it is the an- 
cienrt and bigheit Court of the City of Lendos; Touching the Erymology of 
it, ic. is a pure Saxon word, and is derived of Honfe and dbing or thing which 
among the Saxons fignified a Caufe or Plea;in fo much that Huftings is no other 
then the Houle of Cauntes, or Pleading; and Thingere was the ancient word fora 
Lawyer or Pleader; This Court preferves the Laws, Rights,Franchifes, Cuftoms 
and Dignities otthe City; There be handled alfo there the intricat’il accounts, 
and Pleas of the Crowns, and of the whole Kingdom; which Court hath for ma- 
ny Ages, conierv'dinviolably its own Prerogatives and Cultoms, This Couré 
was anciently held every Munday, but ic was chane’d of late years into Tuel> 
day, becaufe of the Sheriffs intending the Marker, which being kept upon Mun- 
day would hinder their fitcing in the Haftings. 

Edward the Coxfeffors Lawes refer much go this Huftings Court; Moreover, 
the Cities 0. York, Winchefter, Lincoln, che Ile of Shepey, and other places, have 
had their Huftings. 

There is alfo another Court peculiar co Londow,which difcovers as much of Cha» 
rity, as of Policy: Ic iscall’d the Court of Requests, or the Court of Confcience, 
Ic was fir(t erected by an a& of Common-Councel Anno 9. Henry 8, viz, That 
the Lord Adayor and Aldermen for the sime being thonld mosthly affign two 
Aldermen, and four difcreet Commoners, to fittwice a week, tohear, and determing 
all matters brought beforethem (betwixt Free-men) where she die debt, or dammage 
did not exceed 40s, Afterwards the faid number of Commithioners was en- 
creafed to the number of twelve, which continued till the end of Q. Elizabechs 
Reign ; But, priaso Facobi, ic wascontirm’d by A& of Parliament, That the {aid 
Commiffioners fhou!d have power toexbibic an Oath, and to commit to pri- 
fon {uch as did noc obey cheir Sammons, or perform che Orders they made, be- 
twist Plaintiff and Defendanc, Debicor or Creditor, crouching amy debr, not 
amounting co forty fhillings ; buc (uch hach been the tincon{cionableneffe and 
matice of (ome men of sate times, that-they have endeavour'd to overthrow the 
the faid Court,by cavilling at {ome doubrful words therein, & wrefting them to 
a perver‘e fenfe, the rich might have power thereby to oppreffe che poorer forr, 
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by bringing them to Westminster Hallcoa furchet expence ot time and trou 
ble, : . ; 

There is then the Court of che Lord Mayor, and the Aldermen, whichis a 
Court of Record; the Recorder and the two Sheriffs (being Aldermen not elle) 
are members of this Court, who!e office it is, to redreffe and correct the errors, 
defaults-and mifprifions which happen in the Government of the City ; This 
Court is kept Tueldays and Thurfdays throughout the year. 

Then are the cwo Courts of the Sheriffs, one for every Counter, whereof 
there aretwo Lawyers-as Judges, well zead in che Cuftoms of the City, as well 
as the common Laws; but if an erroneous judgment be given before che. 
She riffsythe party griev’d may {ue a Writ of error, and remove it co the Huftings, 

Then is the Court of Orphans ; For the Mayor and Aldermen, by Cuttome, 
havetheculiady of the Orphans within the City, and if they coramit the 
Cuftody ofthe Orphaxs to another man, he fhall have a ravibment of 
ward it the Orphan be taken away; it being enacted that the Mayorand Cham- 

‘berlain of Loxdon for the time being, {hall have the keeping of all rhe Lands and 
Goods of {uch Orphans, as happen within the City ; faving to the Kine, and 
other Lords, their Kights of fuch as hold of them out of thefame Liberty ; 
Now the Chamberlain is a fole Corporationta himfelf, and his Succeffors for 
Orphans; anda Recognizance made to him and his Succeffors touching Ors 
phans, fhall by cultome goto his Succeffor; Moreover, the Government of 
Orphans, is fo invefted in the Mayor, thatitany Orphans fue in the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Court, or elie-where for a Legacy, or duty due to chem,by the Cuftome,a 
Prohibition doth lye. 

Then is there the Court of Consmon Couneel, which hath fome refemblance 
ofthe hich Court of Parliament: for it confilts of rwo Houfes, viz, the one of 
the Mayor and Aldermen, and thgther of the Commoners of the City; Here 
they make Contticutions and Laws er advancement of Trade, and regulation 
of other things which bind the whe City. 

There is then the Court ofthe erlain for Apprentices ; Now,one may

The faid Thomas, Lord Aadley, builded and dwelt on this Priory during his 
life,and dyed thére in che year 15 44, fince which time, the faid Priory came (by 
Marriage of che Lord Asdley’s Daughter and Heir) unto Thomas Duke of Nor~ 
folk, and was chen called rhe Dukes-place, Ac this time the Inhabicants 
dwelling & abiding in thelaid Dukes: place became utterly defticuce ofany Pa- 
rifh Church, for reforting to Gods Divine fervice, and the adminiftration of 
the bleffed Sacraments; which in the time of their former zeal , che demolifhed 
Priory, not only ferv’d their ufe, bntinfinice numbers befides,reforted thither. 
In which tefpect, the Parifh Church of Se. Katherine beirig (0 near, and ftanding 
inthe Coemitery or Church-yard of che late diffolved Paaty of the Holy Trini-

venient opportunity ; Ground chey wanted not, for raifing a {ufficient Parifh 
Churchto themfelves, neither did any good will fail in chem for che effe@ing 
their putpofe ; but only were curbed by the lack of frength, how and which 
way to bring it abou. At lengch perceiving their ground (intended for fo good 
‘a uleto rhemfelves) aimed at for buildings to private mens benefits, that fo 
they mishe be fruftrare ofany fuch help, when occafion fhould in better man- 
ner fhine on them, {ome of the beft advifed among them, by Petition foliciced 
the Lord Archbithop of Canterbury, to make their defire and intention known 
to the King, which he did.

Archbifhop atid rhe Suttors,both thanks and commendation, but alfo uncer his 
Hand and broad Seal , authorizable Warrant for their proceeding. The Lord

King Edwardche firlt, writech rothe Citizens thus, . _ Ly

*Lendon, hath fhewed unto us, that by the grear Charter of Exgland,che Church 
“hath a priviledge, chat no Clark fhoula be imprifoned by a Lay-man,-wichous 
‘our Commandment, and breach of peace: Which borw uhfanding » fome Ci+ 
“tizens of London , upon meer fpight, do encer in their vvacches, into Clarks

‘chis our Commandment,be proclaimed in a full Huftings, and chat no watch

More we read,that about the year of Chrilt t299. the feven and twencietk 
of Edward the firft, certain principal Citizens of Lomdon , to wit, T. Romane, 
Rich: Gloucefter, Nicholas Faringdon, Adam Helingbury, T, Saly., John Dan~ 
fiable, Richard Ashwy, | ohn Wade,and William Stortforde, brake up this Prifon, 
called the Tanne, and cook out certain Prifoners ; for the which they were 
fharply punithed, by long Imprifonment, and. great fines; Ic colt che Citizens 
(as fome have written) more chan 20000 Marks which they were amerced ins 
before William de March, Trealurer of the Kings Exchequer, to purchafe the

\, Then next is che Royal Exchange, ere&ted in the year 2566. aftér this Order, 
ez, zertain Houles upon Corr-hill, and che like upon the part thereof, in the 
Ward of Broadftreet, with three Allies; che firlt called Swan Alley , opening 
into Corn-bill; the fecond, New Axey, paffing chrough out of Corn-bill , into 
Broadftrver Ward, over againlt St. Bartholemew-Lane ; the third, Sc, Chrifte- 
phers Alley, opening into Brondftreep-Ward , and into St. Chriftophers Parith, 
conrainifig many chick Honfholds, ware firft purchafed by che Cigizens of Lox- 
den, for more than 35 32, pounds, and were told for 47 8, pounds, to futh per- 
fons as fhould rake them down, andcarry them thence; Alfo the ground, or

- chrough Corn-hill,entred the Burle on the South fide; and after fhe had viewed 


every parc therenf above the ground, efpecially the Paywae,which was richly fus- - 
uithed with all forts of the fineft Wares in che City, fhe caufed the fame Barfe,by 


. a Hauraldanda Trumpet, to be proclaimed at che Royal Exchange, and 10 t0 


to be called from thenceforth, and not otherwile. 
* Nexe adjoyning ro thts Royal Exchange, remaineth one part of a large 
ftone Houle, and isnow called che Caftle, of fuch a fign at a Tavern door; there 
is a paffage thorongh out of Cornhill, into Threed-needle treet ; The other part 
of the taidftone Honte wastaken down for enlarging the Royal Exchange; This 
ftone Houle was faid of fome to have been a Courch,whereof ic had no propore 
tion; of others,a Jewes Houle, as chough none but Jewes had dwelt in ftene 
koufes, buc that opinion is without warrant. :

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For befide che (trong building of ftone houtes, again{t invafion of thieves - 
in the night when no watches were kept, In the firlt year of Rich- 
ard the firlt, (co prevent cafualties of fire, which often haa hapned in 
the City, when the Houfes were buiided of Timber, and covered with 
Reed and Straw, Henry Fitz Allwine being Mayor) it was Decreed, That trom 
thenceforth, no man fhould build within che Cicy but of fone unto a cercain. 
height, and.co cover the fame building with Slate,or burnt Tyle ; This was che 
very can(e of {uch ffone Buildings, whereof many have remained uncil our time 
thac for gaining of ground, chey have been taken down, and in place of fome 
of them being lowy (as but cwo Stories above the ground) many Houtes of tout 
of five Stories high are placed, : 

From this Stone Honte down to the Stocks, are divers large Houfes, efpecial- 
ly for height, for Merchants aind Artificets, 

_On the South fide of chis High-ftreet, is the Parifh Church of Saint Peter 
upon Cornhill, which feemeth to be of anancient building, but not fo ancient 
as tame reporteth ; for ic hath been lately repaired, if not all new builded, ex- 
cépe the Steeple whith is ancient. . 

The Roof of chis Church and Glazing, was finifhed in the Reign of King Ed- 
ward the fourth, as appeareth by Armes of Noble men, and Aldermen of Lox- 
don then living, There remaineth in this Church a Table, wherein ic is writcen 
I know not by what Authority, but of no late hand, that King Laciws founded 
the fame Church, to be an -Archbifbops See, Metropolitane, and chief Church of 
his Kingdom, and chat it {o continued the {pace of four hundred years, unco the 
coming of Auguftine the Monk. 

Now, becaute many may'be curious to be further acquainted therewith, 
I have hereinjerced the fame Verbatin, as ic is there recorded in the Table. 


E icknownuntoallmen, thatthe year of ourLord God179, Lacius the 
B firlt Chriftian King of this Land, thencalled Britaine, tounded che firk 
(Church in Londow, that is to fay, the Church of St. Peter upon Cornhill; and 
he founded thece an Archbifhops See, and made that Church the Metropolitan 
and chief Church of chis Kingdom, and fo endured the {pace of four hundred 
years, unto the corning of St. Anftix, the Apoftle of the Euglifb, the which was 
tent into this Land by St. Gregory the Dogtor of the Church, in the time of King 
Eshilbert; And then was the Archbifhops See, and Pad/, removed fromthe 
forefaid Church of St. Peter upon Cornhill, wnto Derebsrniam chat now iscalled _ 
Canterbury, and there remaineth to this day. And Aillet che Monk, which — 
came into the Land wich S, Astin, was made this firlt Bifhop of London, and his 
See was made jn Pasls Church; And this King Lacias was the firlt Founder 
of St, Peters Church upon Corxbill ; andhe reigned in this Landafter Brute, a 
thoufand ewo hundred fourry five years,andthe year of our Lord God, a hun- 
dred twenty four, Lucins was Crowned King ; and the years of his Reign were 
fevency feven years , and he was (alter {ome Chronicle ) buried at Loudow ; and 
(after tome Chronicle) he was buried at Glocefber, in that place where the Or- 
der of St. Francis ftandeth now, 


Joceline of Farneis writech, chat Thean ot Theon, the firlt Arch bifhop of Loge 
don in the Reign of Lucius builded the {aid Church, by the aid of Ciras 
chief Butlet.to King Lucins: and alfo chat E/vanse the fecond Archbifhop buil- 
ded a Library tothe fame adjoyning, and converted many of the Draydes lear- 
ned men inthe Pagan Law, to Chriftianity. : 

William Harrifon, difcourhbg hereon more at large, hath thefe very 
words, 

There is a Controverfy (faich he) moved among our Hiftoriographers, whe- 


thet the Church that Lucias buile at Lozdon, ttood at efminfer, or in iced 
é or 
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For, thereisfome caufe, why che Metropolitane Church fhould be thought to. 
ftand where St, Peters now doth, by the {pace of four hundred and od years, bes 
fore ic was removed to Canterbury bY Aunftin the Monk, ifa man would lean to 
one fide without ‘any conference of the affeveracions of rhe other; But herein 
there may lurkfomefcruple ; tor, belides that St. Peters Church flood in the 
Eatt end of che City, and chat of Apollo in the Wett; the word Cornhil, a deno- 
mination given of lace (to peak of ) to one fiteet, may eafily be miftaken for 
Thorney, 

pores the word Thorney, proceedeth from the Saxons, who called the Wek . 
end of che City by thac rame where Weftminfter now Pandeth > becanfe of: 
the. wildegnetie and bufhinette of the foile, fo we do not read of any fireet in 
London, called Cornhill, before the Conqueft of the Nermans: wherefore, I 
hold wich them, which make Weftminfter-co be the place, where Lucius builded. 
his Church, upon the ruines of that Fane, 264 years (as Malmsbury faith) be- 
fore the coming of the Saxons, and four hundred and eleven before the arrival’ 
of Auguftine, ee a 

Read alfo his Appendix in Lib, fourch Pontif, where he noreth the time of 
the Saxons, inthe 4.44 of Grace, and of Axguftine in 596 of Chrift, which isa 
manife(t account, thougti fome Copies have 499 for the one, buc nor withour- 
manife(t corruption and error. ; : 

And now to recurn where we left; True itis, chara Library there was, per- 
taining to this Parith Church, of old cime builded of Stone, and of late repaired 
with Brick, by the Executors of Sir John Crosby Alderman, as his Arms onthe 
South end do.witneffe, =" : ; 

This Library hath been (of late time) to wit within this feventy years, well 
furnithed of Books, John Leyland viewed andcommended them: but now thofe 
Books are gone, and this place is occupied by a School-matter, and his Ufher, | 
for a number of Scholers learning their Grammer Rules,@c, Notwithttandin 
before that time, a Grammar School had been kept inthis Parifh, as appearech 
inthe year a choufand four hundred twenty five. | 

We tread, that John Whitby was Rector, and Johx Steward School-mafter 
there; andin the five and twentieth of Hesry the fixth,it was EnaSted by Par= 
liamenc, thar four Grammer Schools in Londen, fhould be maintained, wx 
In che Parifhes of Alballowes in Thames ttreet, Saint Andrew in Ofdburn, Saint 
Peters upon Cornhill, and Saint Thomas of Acres, ; 

Then have ye the Parith Church of St. AZichael che Archangel:for the antiquity 
thereof, we find that A/nothus che Priett, gave it to the Abbor and Covent of 
Covelham ; Raynold the Abbot and the Covent there, did granc the famete 
Sparling the Priett, in all meafures, as he and his Predeceffors before had held 
it: coche which Sparling alfo, they granted all their Lands which they chere 
had, except certain Lands which Orgar le proud held of them , and paid two 
fhillings yearly ; Forthe which grant, che taid Sparling fhould yearly py one 
mark of Rent to the faid Abbot of Covefham, and find him his lodging, Salt, 
Water, and Fire, when hecameto Loxdon; This was granted, a thouland one 
hundred thirty chree, abouc chechirty four of Henry che firtt, 

The fair new Steep!e or Bell-Toiver of chis Church, was begun to be builded 
inthe year1421, which being finifhed, and a fair ting of five Bells therein 
placed, a fixth Bell was added, and given by ] oe / bit well, I/abel his Wile, and 
William Rus, or Rows Alderman,and Goldimith, about the year 1430, which 
Bell named Res, (nightly ac eight ofthe clock, and otherwile for Knels, and in 
Peals, rung by one man by the tpace of 160 years ) of late over-haled by four of 
five at once, hath been thrice broken, and new ca(t,within che {pace of cen years, 
to the charges of that Parith more than. 00 marks, 

And here note of this Steeple: Upon St. James night, certain men in the lofe 

next under the Bells, ringing ofa peal, a cempelt of Lightning and Thunder did 


anife, 
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arile, and an uely-fhapen fight appeared ta them, coming in at the Souch Win- 
dow, and lighted on the North, for fear whereof, they all fell down, and lay as 
dead for the time, letting che Bells ring and ceafe of their own accord; When 
the Ringers came tothem(elves, they found certain {tones 0° the Nofth Win- - 
dow to be raifed,and {cratched,as if they had been fo much Butter printed with 
a Lions claw. The fame ftones were faitned there again, and fo remain till chis 
day ; they may befeen to this day, together with the holes where the claws 
had entred, three or four inches deep. _- 

At. the fame cime, certain cain Timber polts at Quveen-Hith, were {cratched 
andcleft from the cop tothe bottomes andthe Pulpit-crofe in Pasls Church- 
yard, was likewile craccht, cleft, and overturnec;_ One of rhe Ringers lived in 
Queen Elizabeths time, who would verifie the fame to be trite co his kridw- 
ledge. 

Robert Fabian Alderman, and Chronicler of England, lieth buried inthis 
Church, wich divers others perfons of nore. 

This Parith Church hath onthe Scuch fide thereof a hanfome Cloyfter, and a 
fair Church-yard, with a Pulpic-crofs, not much unlike to that in Pasls Church- 
yard ; Sir Jobs Rudffone Mayor, canfed che fame Pulpic-croffe in his lifetime 
to be builded, che Church-yasd to be enlarged, by ground purchafed of the 
next Patith ; and alfo haniome Houfes toberaifed, for lodging of Quire men, 
fich as at that cime were affiftancs to Divine Service, then daily {ung by nore in 
thac Church, 

Then have ye Burchover Lane, fo called of Burchover the firlt builder, and 
owner thereof, now corruptly called Birchin Lane ; the North half whereof, is 
the (aid Cornhill Ward, che orlier half is of Langbors Ward, 

This Lane and the High-ftreer neer adjoyning, hath been.of old inhabiced 
(for the mot parc) with wealthy Drapers, in whofe room now: Adercers and Sitk- 
menace come; from Birchover Lane, on that fide the treet down co the Stocks, 
inthe Reign of Hesry che fixth, had ye (forthe moft part) dwelling there, 
Frippers or Upholders, thatfold Apparrel and old houfhold ftuff. 


The Popes-head Taverne, with other Houfes adjoyning , ftrongly buil- 
ded of Scone, hath ot old time been all in one, appertaining co fome 
greac Eftate, or rather to the King of this Realm, as may be fuppofed, boch 
by largeneffe thereof, and by che Armese to wit, three Leopards paffant gar- 


- dant, which was the whole Arms of England, before the Reign ot Edward

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0 f the Eighth W ard, or Aldermanry of the 
City of LONDON, called 
Langborn Ward. 


\ E are now by difcourfe, and degrees of obfervation,come 
to Langbourn Ward, fo called of a long Bourn of {weet 
Wy. - water, which (of old time ) breaking out into Fesne 


Church-ftreer, ran down the fame. ftreer, and Lombard 
ftreet rothe Welt end of Sc. AZery Woolnoths Church, where turning South, and 
breaking into. {mall floares, rills, or ftreams, ic gave the name of Share-borne 
Lane, or Suath-borne Lane, (.as we read) becaufe ic ran Scuth tothe River of 
of Thames; This Ward beginneth at the Welt end of Ealdgate Ward in Fen- 
Church ftreet, by the Jronnsongers Hall, which is on the North fide of char ftreet 
at aplace called Culver eflley , where fometime was a Lane, through which 
. men went into Lime-/reet, but that being long fince flopped up, for fulpition of 
Theeves chat lurked chere by night, as is fhewed in Lime-Sreet Ward ; there is 
now inthis faid Alley a Tennis-Coxrt ,@'e. 

_ Fen-Church-ftreet, cook that name of Fesny or Moorifh ground, fo made by 
means of this Bowrne which paffed through it ; And therefore(until this day )in 
the Guild-Hall of this Cicy,thac Ward is called by the name of Langbourne, and 
Fenny about, and not otherwife ; yet others be of opinion, that it cook thae 
name of Fenwm, that is, Hay fold there, as Grafs-/treet took the name of Graffe 
or Herbsthere fold, .  ~ 

In the midft of this Areet ftandeth a {mall Parifh Churchcalled, S, Gabriel 
Fen-Church, corruptly Fan-Charch, 7 PRT oi 
_ -Helming Legget Efquire, by Licence of Edward the third, in the fourty ninth 
of his Reign, gave one Tenement, with a cnrtelatge cherero belonging,and a 
Garden with an entrey thereto leading, unto Sir John Hariot, Parfon of Fes~ 
Church, and to his Succeffors forever, the Houte to be a Parfonage Houle, 
the Garden to be a Church-yand or burying place for the Parith. 

Then have ye Lombard ftreet, (o called of the Longobards, and other Mer- 
chants ftrangers of divers Nations, affembling there twice every day: of whac 
original, or continuance it hath been, ther’s no Record, more than chat Ed- 

_ward che fecond, in the twelfth ofhis Reign, confirmed a Meffuage fometime 
belonging to Robert Turk abutting on Lombard {treet toward the South, and to« 
ward Corshill onthe North, far the Marchants of Florence, which provech that 
ftreec ro have had the name of of Lombard (treet before the Reign ot Edward the 
fecond; The meeting of which Merchants, and others there, continued 
until che 22th of December in the year 1568, onthe which day, the faid Mer- 
chants began to make their Meetings acrhe Burfe, a place chen new builded 
for that purpofe, in the Wardof Corahill; and was fince by her Majetiy, Queen 
Elizabeth, named the Royal Exchange, 

On the North fide ofthis Ward, is Lime ftreer, one half whereof (on both 
fides) is of chis Langbourue Ward, and therein on the Wek fide, is the Pewterers 
Hall, which Company were admitted-to be a Brotherhood inthe thirteenth 
of Edward the fourth, a

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At cheSouth Welt corner of Limeftreet, Qandeth a fair Parifh Church of St- 
Dionys, called Beck-Church, new builded in che Reign of Hesry the fixth. Joh* 
Bug ge E(quire, was a great. Benefactor ro that work, as appearech by his Arms» 
three water-Budgers, and his Cre(t_ 2 Morions head, graven in che {tone-werk 

. ca Quire, ac the upper end on the North fide, where he was 
ried, 

‘Alfo Jobs Darby, Alderman, added thereunto , a fair Ye or Chappel onthe 
South fide, and was chere buried, about the year 1466. He gave (befides fundry 
Ornaments) his dwelling Houfe, and orhers unto che faid Church ; The Lady 
Wich, Sir Edward Ofborn, Sir James Harvey, with divers other perfons, and 
Benefaétors cothat Church, lie incerred there, . 

Then by the four Corners (fo called of Fes-Church-ftreet in the Eaft, 
Bridge-ftrezt on the South, Graffe-ftreet on the North, and Lumbard-fireet on 
the Weft) in- Lumbard-ftreec is one fair Parifh Church, called Alhallowes 
Graffe-Churchin Lumbard-ftreet ; for fo *tisread in Evidences of Record; tor 
thac the Graffe-Marker, went down that way , when chat fireet was farre bfoa- 
der chen now ic is, being ftraightned by incroachments now. 

This Church was new builded: Joh Warser, Armorer, and chen Grocer, 
Sheriff 1494. builded the South Ile, his Sonne Robert Warner,E(quire,finith- | 
edit, inthe year 1516, The Pewserers were benefaStors towards che North 
Iley@c. The Steeple, or Bel-Tower thereof, was finifhed in the year 1554. a- 
bout the.36. of Henry the 8th, The fair Srone-Porch of this Church, was 
brought from the late diffolved Priory of St. Joh of Jerufalems, by Smsithfield,fo 
was the frame of their Bells; bur the Bells being bought, were never broyghe 
thither, by reafon that one old Varner, Draper of shat Parith deceafing, his 
Sonne Mark VVarner, would not perform what his Father had begun and ap- 
pointed, fo chat fair Steeple hath but one Bell, as Fryers were wont to ule,

Next is the Patith Church of Se, Edmsond, the King and Martyr, in Lambard-

This Church is alfo called St, Edmond Graffe-Church, becaufe the faid 
g raje-c Market came down fo low; Sir John A.lburn,and Sit VVilliam Chefter, 
‘both Lord Maiors, with orhers, have Monuments in this Church, : 
From this Church down Lombard-fircet, by Birchovers Lane, (the one halfof 
which Lane is of this Ward) and fo down, be divers fair Houfes; namely, one 
witha fair fore-front towards theftreet, builded by Sir A4artin Bowes, Gold- 
fmith, fince Maior of Loxdox, And chen one other, fometime belonging to 
William de La pole, Earl of Suffolk, in the 24. of Richard che fecond, and was his 
Marchants Houle, and fo down towards the Stocks Market , lacking bur fome

__ The South fide of chis Ward begirineth in the Eaft,at che Chain ta be drawn 
thwarc Mare-Lane, up into Fenchurch-jireet, and fo Welt, by the North endof 
Mincheon-Lane,to St. Margaret Pattens flreet , or Rood Lane ,-and down that 
ftreet to the mid-way, towards Sc. Margarets Church, then by Philpor-Lane,(fo 
called of Sir Johns Philpor that dwelled there, and was owner thereof ) and 
Ne thac Lane, fome fix of eight houfes, om each fide, is'all of this 
ar le . e , . a‘ :

In Billingfgace Ward, were one and fifty Hontholds of ftrangers , whereof 
thircy of chele Houtholders, inhabited in the Parith of Sc. Buttolph, in che chief 
and principal Houfes, where they give twenty pounds a year,. for an houfe ler- 
ten, ufed ro be let before for four marks : the nearer they dwell to the Water 
fide, the more they give for Houfes ; and within 30, years before , there was 
not inthe whole Ward above three Nether landers; ac whichtime, there was 
within the faid Parith, levied for che help of the poor,feven and twenty pounds 
by che year ; but fince they came fo plencifully tchicher, there cannot be ga- 
thered above eleven pounds ; the ftrangers being exempted, to contribute to 
fi uch charges ayother€itizens-do, im regard they much advance the Trade of 
the City.

Thele Fifhmongers were fometimes of two feveral Companies, to wir, Stock- 
Fifhenengers and Sale Fifhmongers, Of whole antiquity we read that by che name 
ot Fifomongers of London, chey were for fore-ftalling, Ge. contrary ro the Laws 
and conftirutions of the Ciry, fined to the King at 500 Marks, the eighteenth of 
King Edward the firft ; Moreover, thac the faid Fifvmongers hearing of the great 
viSory obtained by the fame King againft the Scots,in the fix & twentieth of his 
Reign, made a Triumphant and tolemn Shew through the Gity, with divers Pa- 
geants, and more chan a thoufand Horfemen, &r, 

Thele two Companies ot Stack-Fifhmongers and Salt-F ifhmongers,of otd time 
had their feverall Halls, co wit, in Thames ftreet wwain, in New Fifh-ttreec 

twair, in Old Fifhsitreet cwain, in each place one for eitter Company, inall 
fix (everal Halls ; che Company was fo great, that ic lies vpon Records, that 
thefe Fifhmeongers have been jolly Citizens, and fix Mayors have been of their 
Company: in the {pace of four and twenty years, to wit, Walzer Tark, 1350, 
John Lofk:n 1359, ohn Wreth, 1361, John Pechie 1362,S:mon Morden 1369 and 
William Wallworth 1374. 

It followed, that in the year 1387, through the Coun‘el of John North- 
hamptex Draper, then being Mayor, VVilliam Effex, John cAfore Mercer, and 
‘Richard Norehbury, che {aid Fifbmongers were greatly troubled, hindred ot their 
Liberties, and almolt deftroyed by combinations made againtt chem, fo chat 
ina Parliament at London, the conttoverfie depending between the Mayor and 
~ Aldermen of Lendon, and the Fifhmongersy Nic. Exton Speaker for che Fith- 

". mongers, prayeththe King to receive him and his Company into his protedti= 
on for fear of corporal hurt, whereupon it was commanded, either part to keep 
the peace, upon pain oflofingall cheyhad; Hereupon, a Fifhmonger flarring 
up, replyed, that the complaine brought againftthem by the movers, &c. was 
bue matter of malice, for that the Fifhmongers, in the Reign of Edward the 3d. 
being chief Officers ofthe City, had for their mifdemeaners then done, com- 
mitted the chiefexhibitors of rhole Peticionsto prifon, In this Parliamene the 
Fifhmongers (by the Kings Charter Patents) were reftored torheir Liberties s. 
Notwithitanding, inthe yearneat following 1383, Joh» Cavendi(h Fifhmon- 
g ©, traveth che peace againtt the Chancellour of England, which was gran= 
¢:d, and he put in Sureties , he Earls of Stafford and Salisbury, and challengeth 
the Chancellour-for taking a bribe of ren pounds , for favour of Cavendifh Cafe, 
which the Chancel!our by Oath upon the Sacramenravoideth. In further trial}, 
it was found, chat the Chancellours man (without his Mafters privity) had 
taken it; whereupon Caveedi{h was Judged to prifon, and to pay the Chans 
cellour 1000 Marks tor flandering him. 

After this, many of the Nobles affembled at Reading, to fuppreffe the fedi- 
tious Skeirs of the taid Jeb Northampton , or Combarton, late Mayor, that 
had attempted great and hainous enterprifes, of the which he wasconvias 
and when he{tood mute nor would urter one word, ic was Decreed, that he 
fliould be committed to perpetual prifon, his goods confi'cate tothe Kings 
ufe, and that he fhould not come within a hundred miles of Lendon, during 
his life; He was therefore fent to the Caftle of Fixtegall in the Confines of 
Cornwall ; and in the mean {pace the Kings Servants {poiled his goods : Jobs 
Moore, Richard Northbury , and others wete likewile there Conviét, and con- 
demned to perpetual prifon, and their 900d: confifcare, for certain Congregati- 

ons by them made againft the Fithmongersin the City of London,as is ae 
‘ wg. 
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but they’ obrained and had the Kings pardon in the fourteenth of his 

Reign, as appeareth upon Record and thus were all thefe croubles ap- 

ated. i 
PrThole Stock-Fifomongers and Salt- Fifhwongers were united in the year 15 36, 
the eight and twentieth of Henry che eighth, theig Hall to be but one, in the 
Houle given unto them by Sir John Cornwall, Lord Fanhope, and of Ampthull , 
in the Parith of Saint ALchae! in Crooked Lane, in che Reign of Henry the 
Sixth, : : 

Thus much was thought remarkable co be fpoken of che Fifhmongers, men 
ignorant of their Antiquities, and not ableto thew a reafon why, or when they 
were in amity with the Goldfmiths , do give part of their Arms, &c, Nether 
to {lay ought of Sir William Walworth (che Glory of their Company). mor: than 
that he flew Jack Straw, which fomedoqueflion: for the {aid Straw was after 
the overthrow of the Rebels, taken, and by judgement of the Mayor beheaded, 
whofe confeffion ac the Gallows is extantin Mr. Stows Annales, where alfois 
fer down the moft valiane and praile-worthy act of Sir William Walworth, a- 
gaing the principal Rebel War Tyler, : 

On that South fide of Thames ftreet, have ye Drisk: water Wharf, and Fifp 
Wharf , in the Parith of Saint AZagnus. . : 

On the North fide of Thames Qreet is Saint Martins Lane, a pare ofwhich 
Lane is alfo of chis Ward, to wit, on the one fide toa Well of water, and on 
the other fide as far up as againft the faid Well. Thenis St. Michaels Lane part 
whereof is alfo of chis Ward, pp toa Well there &c. 

Then atthe upper end of New Fifh-ftreer, is a Lane turning towards St. AG- 
chaels Lane, and is called Crooked-Lane, of the crogked windings rhereof; 
Above this Lanes end, upon Fih-ffreet Hill, is one great Honfe for the moft 
p:rt builded with ftene, which pertained fometime to Edward the black Prince, 
forms to Edward che third,who was in his life time lodved there ; and ’twas cal- 
led che Prince of Vales his Courc, which was afterward for a long time acom- 
mon Hoftry, having the fign of che Black Bell.

E will now feewhar light Antiqnicy can give us of Candle-wick fireet, 

or Candle-wright ftreet Ward. It beginneth at the Eatt end of great 
Eaft-cheap, ic paffeth Welt through East-cheap to Candleowright 

ftreet, and chorongh che fame:down co the North end of Sufolk Lane: on the 
South fide, and down chat Lane by che Weit end of St. Lawrence Ghairch-yard; 
which is the farcheft Welt past.of thac Ward. che fire et of Great Eajt-cheap, is 
fo called of che Marker therekept, in che Eatt part of che Cicy, as WHe/t-cheap is 
a Marker fo called, being inthe Welt. ~ ne et ee 
"This Eaft-Cheap is now a Fleth-market of Butchers, there dwelling on borh 


fides of the ftreet: it had fometime allo Cooks mixed among? th ‘Butéheis, and 
fuch other as fold Vistuale ready dreffed of ali forts; Eos of old titne, wheil 
friends did meer, and were difpofedto be metry, they never went ro dine and 
Sap in Taverns, but co che Cooks, me they called for meat what them liked, 


which

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which they alwayes found ready dreffed, and at a reatonabie rate; tor Vintners 
then told only Wine. 

Inthe year 1410.the eleventh of Hexry the fourth , upon the Even of Saine 
Folin Baprift, che Kings Sonnes, 71 homas and John, being in East-Cheape at Sup- 
per, (or rather at break-talts for ic was after the Watch was broken up, becwixt 
rwo and three a Clock after mid-night) a great debate happened between cheir 
men,ind other of the Court,which lattéd one houre,till the Maior and Sheriffs, 
with other Citizens appeafed the {ame ; For thewhich, afterwards, the {aid 
Maior, Aldermen and Sheriffs, were called to aniwet betore rhe King. his Sons, 
and divers Lords, being highly moved againtt the Cicy ; Ac which time, Mil- 
Liam Gafcoigne, chief Jultice, required the Maior and Aldermen, for the Citi- 
zens, fo put them inthe Kings Grace ; whereunro they aniwered, thacthey had 
not offended, but (accordingto the Law ) had done cheir belt, in ftinting de+ 
‘bate, and maintaining of the peace; upon which aniwer, the King remitted 
althis Ire, and difmifled them. . 

Ando prove this East-Cheape to be a place repleniithed with Cooks, it may 
appear by a Song, called London lick-penny, made by Lidgate , a Monk of Bury, 
inthe Reign of Heary che fifth , inthe petfon of a Country-man, comming to 
London, andtravelling thorough the{anae, In Weff-Cheape ({aich the Song) he 

was called onto buy fine Lawn, Paris Thred, Cotton Umble, and other linnen 
“Clothes, and fuch like, (he fpeaketh of no filk.) In Corn-hill, to buy old Ap- 
‘parel, and Houfhold-ftuffe , where he was forced to buy his own Hood, which 
hehadlottin Westminfler-hall, In Candlewright-ftreet, Drapers profered him 
Cheap Cloth, In East-Cheape , the Cooks cryed hor Ribs of Beef rofted , Pies 
well baked, and other Vidtuals. There was clattering of Pewcer-Pots, Harp; 
Pipe and Sawery; yea by cock, nay by cock, for greater Oaths were fpared,fome 
fang of Fenkin, and Julian, &c. All which Melody liked well che Paflenger, but 
he.wanted money to abide by it; and therefore gat him into Gravefend-Baroe, 
and home into Kent. 

Candlewright (fo called in old Records, of the Guildhall of St. Mary Overies, 
and other) or Candlewich-freet, rook that name (as may be fuppoled) either of 
Chaundlers , or Makers of Candles, both of Waxand Tallow, for Candle- 
wright is a Maker of Candles,and of Wick,which is the Cotton,or yarn chereot, 
or otherwife which isthe place where they uled to work them,as (calding wick 
by the Stocks-Marker, was called of the Poulterers dreffing and {calding their 
Poultry there. And in Givers Countries, Dairy-honfes, or Coctages, wherein 
they make‘Butcer and Cheele, are ulially called Wickes. There dwelled alfo of 
old time, divers Weavers of Woollen Clothes , brought in by Edward the 34; 
for I read that in the tour and twentiech’of his Reign, the Weavers, brought:

Traycors: che Mayor arretted him on the head with a found blow; whereupon, 
Wat Tylar furioully ftroke the Mayor with his Dagger, but hure him not , by 
reat was wellarmed, The Maior having received his {troke. drew his Ba- 
Giliard, and grievoufly wounded War in the Neck ; and withall, gave him a 
oreac blow onthe Head; inthe which Conflia,an Efquire of the Kings Hou'e, 
called John Cavendifh, dcew his Sword, and wounded Wat twice or thrice,even 
to the death, and Wat {purring his Horfe, cryed co the Commons to revenge 
him: the Horfe bears him about eighty toot from the place , and chere he fell 
down half dead, and by and by, they which attended on the King , environed 
him about, fo ashe was.not feen of his Company ; many of chem chru(t him.

lomew » from whence again the Maior cauled him to be drawn into Smichfield,

In which new Seal, belides the Images of Peter and Pat, which 
of old were rudely engtaven, there fhould be under the feet of che {aid Ima- 
ges,a Shield of che Arms of the faid City , perfectly graven with two Lyons 
supporting che fame, and two Serjeants of Arms; inthe other part , one, and 
two Tabernacles ; in which, above, fKould fandtwo Angels, between whom 
‘(above the faid Images of Peter and Pawt’ fhould be fer the Glorious Pirgs. This 
Being done, the old Seal of the Office was delivered to ‘R jehard Odiham,Cham- 
berlain, who brake i¢, and in placethereof, was delivered che new Seal to the 
faid’Mayor, to ufe in his Office of Majoralty, as occafion fhould require. 

This new Seal feemeth to be made before Willéam Walworth was Knighted; 
for he is not there inticuled Sir, as afterwatdshe was ; and certain ic is, that 
the {ame new Seal then made, is now in uf, and-none ether in that Office of 
the Majoralty , which may fufficeco an(wer the former fuppofition , wirhour

Swithen, Randeth at the South welt corner of chisLane ; Licence wvas procu- 
red, to new build and increafe the faid Church and Sceeplé, in che year 1420, 
Sir Joke Hend Draper, and Maior, was an efpecial Benetactor thereunto, as ap- 
pearech by his Arms in che Glaffe v vindows, even inche cops of them, which is

On the South fide of this high ttreet, near unto the Channel, is pitched up- 
right a great {tone, called Loudon ftone, fixed inthe ground very deep , faftned 
with Barres of Iron,and otherwife fo trongly fet, that if Carts do run againtt ir, 
through negligence, the V Vheels be broken, and che Stone it felf unfhaken, 

The caufe why chisScone was chere fet che time when, or other memory there- 

ofis none,but that che fame hath long concinued there, is manifeft,namely fince 
(or rather before) che Conquett ;. for in the end of a fair written Gofpel Book, 
given to. (brifts Church in Canterbury, by Ethelftaxe, King of the vvelt Saxons, 
mention is made of Lands and Rents in London, belonging to the faid Church, 
whereof one parcel is detcribed to lie near unto London Stone. OF latter time 
we read, that in the year of Chrilt 1135, the firlt of King Stephen, a fire, which 
began in the houfe of one Ai/ward, near unto London. Stone, confumed all Eatt 
to Ealdgate, in which fire the Priory of the Holy Trixity was burnt,and vvelt to 
Se, Erkeswalds fhrine in Pasls Church, and thefe be che Eldett Notes that I read 
thereof. 

Some have {aid, this {tone to be fet there, as a Mark in che middle of the Ci- 
y within the Wall, buc in truch icftandeth far nearer to the River of Thames, 
than to che Wall of che City.

Some others have faid, chefame tobe fet, for the tendering and making of 
,payment by Debrors to their Creditors, at their appointed dayes and times} 
till of latees time, payments were more ulually made at the Fort in Ponts: 
Cherch, and now mott commonly at the Ryyal Exchange; Some again have 
imagined, the tame co be fet up by Joh» or Thomas London-ftone dwelling there 
againtt icy but more likely ic is, chat fuch men have taken name of the Stone, 
chan the Stone of them : as did Jobe at Noke,' and Thomas at Stile, William ar 
Wall or at Well&e.Buc the molt probable opinion,is,that ic was placed there by 
the Romans for a Milliare,as was obferved elfwhere in this Difcourle, 
Down Welt from this Parifh Church, and from London-ftone, have ye Wall. 
brooke comer, from whence runneth up a ftreet Norch co the Stocks called Wal- 
brook; becaufeit ftandeth on the Ealt fide of the fame Brook by the Bank 
‘thereof, andthe whole Ward taketh name of chat ftreer.

Bridge, 
namely, in one void place neareunco the Parifh Church called Wooll-Church 3 
Of’ the North fide thereof, where fometime (che way being. very large and 
broad) had ftood a pair of Stocks for punifhment of offenders ; This building 
took name of thole Stocks, and was appointed (by him) to be a Market-place 
for Fith & Flefh; in che midit of the (City: other Houfes be builded in other pla- 
ce:,as by Patent of Edward the firft ic doth appear,dared the tenth of his Reign, 
Afcer this,inthe year 1322, the feventeenth of Edward the fecond,a Decree 
was made by Hamend Chickwell Mayor ,that none (hould fell fith or fleth, ont 
of che Markets appointed, to wit, Aridge-fFreet, Eaft-cheap, Old Fith.ftreet, Sc. 
Nicholas Shambles, and the {aid Stocks, on pain to forfeit fuch fifh or fielh as were 
there fold, for che firft cme; and the fecond time co lofe their Freedom : Which 
A& was made by couimandment of the King, under his Letters Patents,dated at 
the Tower che 17th of his Reign, 6 then was this Specks let co Farm for forty fix 
pounds thirteen fhillings four pence by year: this Stocks Afarket was apain be- 
eunto be builded, inthe year 1410, in rhe eleaventh of Henry the fourch, and 
_ was finifhedin the year next following. In the year 1507, the fame was rented 
fifty fix pounds nineteen fhillings cen pence; And in the year 1543, Jobe 
Cores beime Mayor, there was in this Stocks Market, for Fifbmongers five and 
rwenty Boards or Stalls, renred yearly to 34 pounds, 13 fhillings.

Nexe unto this Srocks is the Parifh Church of St. itl PVool-Church, fo cal~

find amongft the Cuttoms of London written in French, in the Reign of Edward

{cent of this ftreccis fuch,thac in the year 1574, onthe fourth ot Seprember in 
the afternoon, there fella torm of rain where-chrqugh the Channels fuddenly 
aro’e and ran with {uch a {witt courie towards the Common-fhores, thar a Lad 
of eighteen years old, minding to have leapt over the Channel near unto 


the faid Conduit, was taken with the (tream, and carried from thence towards

At the Eaft end of chis Church goeth down a Lane,called Hay Wharf-lane,now 
lately a great Brew-hon‘e,builded there by one Por; Hen.Campion,E\q; a Beere- 
Brewer,uled it, & Abrahaus his Son,fince poffeffed it:Then was there one other . 
Lane,fometime called Woolfeys Gate, now out of ufe, for che lower part thereof, | 
upon the Bank of Thames, is builded by che lare Earl of Shrewsbury; & the other 
end is builded on,& ftopped up by the Chamberlain ot London. F, Butler, Draper, 
one of the Sheriffs, in che year 1420. dwelled there ; He appointed his houfe to 
be fold, and the price thereof tobe givento the poor ; it was of eAdhollowes 
Parith the leffe. 

Then is there the faid Parith-Church of eAlbollowes called che Leffe,

How the {aid Heraulds departed therewith, 1 have not read; tutinche Reign 
of Henry the eighth, the Bifhop of Darbams houle, neer Charing Croffz, being tae 
ken into the Kings hand, Cuthbert Tunftall, Bilhop of Durham, was lodged in 
this Cold Harber ; nce the which time ic hath belonged ro the Earls of Shrew» 
bury, by compofition, (as is fyppo‘ed) from the laid Curhbert Tunfiall, The lat 
"decea'ed Ear. took it down, and in placetheteof, builded a great number of 
{mall Tenemenrs, now lerten ont for great Rents, to people of all forts.

Now for Antiquities, and things worthy of memory in Cheap- Ward. 

Firft, in the main Body of this Ward, thac is, the Poultry, ftandeth the 
hanlome liccle Churchs that beareththe name of St, Adildyed ix the Ponltry the 
Virgin, which name was given furely for diftinction not for (uperttition; be fo 
vas cheCuftom of the Kingdem(& yer is)in building their chings for the fervice 
of God , thatthe Founders called them bythe name of fome Apoftle, Sainr, 
‘Martyr, orConfeffor, as belt liked cheir own conceit, ar che prefent time, to di- 
Ainguith chem from others, 

Who this Mildred was, whether fhe wasthe Eldeft Daughter of Merwaldus, 
‘King of the /Vest-Mercians, as {ome think, or thac fhe was Daughter of Ethel- 
bert, King of Kent, one of the founders of Pauls Charch, itisincertain: neie 
ther is ic much marerial, but it is probable, that fhe was {ome holy and devour 
Maid, which the People of that Age held to be a Saint afterward in 
Heaven. 

In what years this Church was firft ereéted, or who was the firft Founder of 
‘ity we find not; bur ic appeareth by fome ancient Evidences of rhe faid 
Church, that from che beginning it hed not fo much {pare ground about it, as to

Some few Houfes Weft from this-Parifh Church of St. Mildred ,is a Prifon- 
houfe, pertaining to one of the Sheriths of London , and is called the Counter in 
the Posltry: This hath bin chere kept, and continued time out of minde ; forl 
have not read of the Original thereof Welt ftom this Counter , sas a proper 
Chappel, called of CorpasChrifti,and St. Afary, at Cony-hope lanegend, in the Pa- 
rith of the faid AL/dred; founded by-one named Jorivirnnnes , a Citizen of Lon- 
don, in the Raign of Edward the third; in which Chappel was 2Guild.or Frarer- 
nicy, that might di(pebd in Lands beccer then ewemy pounds b ak ic was 
Suppreffed by Heary the eighth, and purchafed by one Thomas Hobfon, Haber-

Henry Ady Grocer, 1563, gave athoufand Marks to the Grecers to purchafe 
Lands, and Sir Henry Pechy, Knight Banneret,ftee of that Company gave chem 
five hundred pounds to certain ufes: he builded Alms-honfes at Luding fone in 
‘Kent, andwasthereburied, = 7 
"Weft ftom this Cony: hope Lane, isthe O/d Fury, whereof fome portion is of

Of Execucions at the Scandard in Cheape, we read, that inthe year 293.

‘Inthe year 1326, the Burgeffes of London, canfed Walter Stapleton, Bifhop of 
Exceter, Trealurer to Edward the fecond, and others, co be beheaded at the 
Standard in Cheap (but this was by Pawls Gace.)

Then next is the great Croffe in VVet Cheap, which Croffe-was there erected 
in the year 1290, by Edwardthe fir; upon accafion thus, Queen Elianor hig 
Wile, dyed at Hardeby (a Town near unta the City of Lixcols) her Body was 
brought from thence to VVeftminfter, and the King in memory of her, canledin 
every place, where her Body refted by the way, a ftately Croffe of Stone ta be e« 
rected, with the Queens Image, and Arms upon it, as at Grenthanx, VVoborn, 
Northampton, Stony-Stratford. Dunstable, St. Albones, VValthaws, VV eft-Cheape, 
and at Charing, from whence fhe. was conveyed to VV eitminiter, and there bua 
ried, , 

This Croffe in ¥Vef-Cheape, being like to thofe other which remain to this 
day ; and being by length of time decayed, John. Hatherley, Mayor of London,

to Edward the firlt, took iio her protection, and warranted unto the Prior and 
Brethren De panitentia Jef Chrifti, of London, the faid Land and building in

eleventh of Hexrz the third, the foundation of this Holpical for the poor and 
dileated, and their {pecial faftencacion, was confirmed by Edward the third; the 
__ twenty fixch of hig Reign; Ic was governed by a Matter, and eight Brethren be- 
“ing Prietts, for the Church, aud four Sifters to fee the poor ferved. 

This Hofpicall was valued at the fuppreffion , inthe year 1 5 3 9, che chircy 
one of Henry che eighth, to five and chirty ponds, fix (hillings,feven, pence 
yearly. The Church remaineth a Parith Chureh to che‘Fenents-dwelling in 
the Precinct of the Hofpical; Butin the year 15 46, on the thirceenth of Fanna- 
ry, the Bithop of Rechefter ypreaching at Pawls Croffe; declared che gift of the 
faid King to the Citizens, for relieving of the poor, which contained che 
Church of che Grey Fryers, the Church of Saint Bartholamew, with the Holpiral, 
the Mefluages, and appurtenances in Gile-Spur, alias Kuight-Riders ftreet 
Briton ftreet, Perer Key, in che Parifh of Sainc Mary Magdalen, in old 
F i(b-fireety andin the Parith of Saint Bennet} Hada, Lime-burft, or Limehoft, 
in she Parith of Stebunberh, Os. ihe a 
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Then alfo were Orders deviled for relief of che poor , the Inhabirants wee 
all called to cheir Parifh Churches, where, by Sir Richard Dobbs, then Mayor, 


their feveral Aldermen, or other grave Citizens, they were by eloquent Orati- 


ons perfwaded, how gteat, and‘-how many Commodities would enfue unto 
them and their City, it che poor of divers fosts, which they named, were caken 
~ from out rheir ftreers, Lanes, and Alleys, and were beftowed and.provided for 
in Holpicals abroad, @c, Therefore was every man moved, liberally to grant 
(what they woald impart) cowards the preparing asrd furnithing of {uch Hof- 
picals ; andalfo, what they would contribute weekly towards their mainte- 
nance fora time, which (chy faid). fhould nor be paft one year, or twain, until 
they were beteer furnifhed of endowment ; To make fhort, every man granted 
liberally according to his ability. Books were drawn of che Relief in every 
Ward of the City, cowards the new Holpicals,and were delivered by the Major 
to the Kings Commiffioners,on the feventeenth of February; and order was 
taken therein, at che fix and twenty of July, In the year 1552, che repairing of 
the Gray Fryers Houle for poor Fatherlefs Children , was taken in hands and 
alfo, in the latter end of the fame Moneth, began the repairing of this Hofpi- 
_ tall of St. Bartholmew, and was of new endowed, and furvifhed ac the charges 
of the Citizens, 

On the: Eaft fide of this Hofpical lyeth Duckslaxe, which ranneth out of 
Smithfield South, to the North end of Little Britain freer. 

On the Eaft fide of this Duck-/ane, and alto of Smithfield, lyeth the late dif- 
folved Priory of St. Bartholmew , founded’ alfo by Rakere, a pleafanc'witted 
Gentleman, and therefore in his time called the Kings Adinftrel, about the year 
of Chrift, 1102, He founded ic in a part of the before named Moorith ground, 
which was therefore acommon Lay-/tell of all filth, that was to be voided out 
"of the Ciry : He placed Canons there, him(felf became their firft Prior, and fo 
continued rill his dying day, and was there bariedin a fair Monument,renewed 
afterwards by Prior Boltox, Shen 

To this Priory, King Henry the fecoid, granted the priviledge ofa Faire, to 
be kept yearly ac Bertholomew-tyde,for chree dayes, to wit, the Eve the Day,and 
the next Morrow ; to the which, the Clothiers of England, and Drapers of Lon- 
don repaired , and had their Boothes and ftandings within the Church-yard of 
this Priory, clofed in with Walls and Gates locked every night , and watched, 
for fafecy of Mens Goods and Wares, a Court of Pipepowders was daily , during 
the Faire holden, for debts and Concracts. 

On the North fide of this Priory, is the lane truly called Lozg, which reacheth 
from Smithfield to Alder{gate- treet.

It 
were a high Incivility , and afolaecifin in good manners (or rather a Pi- 
acle) not to give VWVestminfter alfo a vifit, being fo near and contiguous a 
Neighbour: Ic is crue, thar they were once above a mile afunder; but by in- 
fenfible coalition, and recruit of people, they came at laft to be united, and in- 
‘corporated into one contigued jpeece, in hee of pofture , though not of Go- 
vernment.And the UMion with Scotland, did not a little conduce, to make this 
Union ‘twixt London and WVeftmingter ; For the Scots multiplying here mighti- 
ly, neafted chemfelves about the Court, fo that che Strand, from mud Walls, 
and aoe Houles, carfle to that perfection of Buildings; as now

Moreover, the City of VVefminfter hach divers AMagnalia's, which may de-

Now the Abbey of Weftmixfter, hath bin alwayes held rhe 
greaceft Sangtuary, and randevouze of devotion of the wkole Iland:whereunto, 
’ the fcituation df the very place, feemes to contribare much, and to firike a ho-

Henry the third did grantto his Uncle Peter of Savoy, all chofe Hous upon 
the Thames, which pertained to Brian Lifle, or de Ipfala, in che way, or the 
ftreet, called the Strand, to hold to bim and his Heires, yielding three gilded 
Arsrowes, every year in the Exchequer. eo 
This Peter, Karl of Savoy and Richmond, Seon to Thosas Barl of Savoy, Bro. 
ther to Bosiface Arch Bifhopof Canterbury, and Uncle unto Eleamor Wife to 
Henry che third, was the firtt Founder of che Savoy, Aono 1245, which he gavé 
afterwards to the Fracernicy of Afoxjoy, Queen Eleanor did purchale it for Bd 
mund Duke. of Lancaffer , her Son, of che Fraternity ; which Duke did much, 
augment and.improve the fruature. Jobs che Fresich King was lodged there, 
being chenthe fairett Mannor of England, 
eAnnotz81. The Rebels of Kent and Efex, did moft barbaronfly burn chis 
Houle; with many Veifels of Gold and Silver,which they threw into cke Rivets 
atl which they did out of a popular malice to Jobz of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaffer.

Now touching the Prerogatives , and etfranchifements of the Dutchy of 
Lancafter, lec the Reader know, that Henry thefourth , by his Royai Charer, 
and concurrence of Parliament, did fever che poffeffions of the {aid Dsrchy 
from the Crown, Andthac which Jobs of Gauns held for term of life, was efta- 
lifhed co perpetuity, by the Scatuces of Edvard che fourth, ahd Henry che fe- 
vench : which separation was made by Henry che fourth, in regurd he welt 
knew, that he had the Dutchy 0° Lancafter (par Regno) by {ure and indefefble 
Title, whereas his Ficte ro the Crown ‘was not fo affared, bechate chia afrerche 
death of Richard che lecond, rhe Royal right was ih the Heir of Livwel, Duke of 
Clarence, fecond Son of Edwatdthe third.

Then was chere the Bifhop of Chefers Inne or Palace, which was firtt buile 
‘by wWaleer Langhton, Treafurer of England, in the Reign of Edward che fir(t, 
And not far from chat was che Bilhep of Worcefters Inne or Palace. All which 
viz, The Parith Church called Saine Adar7 of che Strand, Strand. Inte, with 
the Bithop of Chefter, and Bifhop of Worcefters Houfes, wich all the Tenements 
adjoyning, were bycommandemenc of Edward Duke of Somerfer, Uncleto Ed- 
ward the fixth, & Lord Prote&or pull’d down, and laid level to che ground.4n- 
no1549. In place whereof, he erected that large and goodly Houle, call’d now 
Somer fet Honfe, which rofe out of the ruines of che Church ; Therefore the Re- 
man Catholiques obferved, that an apparent judgement from Heaven fell upor 
him afterwards, being beheaded a liccle after; and he and his Countel were fo

Next beyond Dsrhans Houle and this new building, is another great Palace, 
belonging of old ro the Bifhop of Norwich , but afterwards it came to the Arch- 
bithop of Yerke, by this occafion. When Cardinal Woolféy, Arch Bifhop 
of Yerke, was Indi&ed in a premsnire, whereby che King was entitled 
to all his Goods and Poffeffions, he among other things, feazed vpon the faid 
Cardinals Houle, where he then dwelled, commonly called York Place, and 
changed the name thereof to White- Hal, a 

- Fhe Arch-bifhops of York, havingthen no Honfe in London or Weft minfter, 
Queen Mary gave unto Nicholas Heath chen Arch-bithop of Yerke, Swjfolka 
Houte in Southwark, lately buile by Charles Brandon; which Houle che {aid 
Arch-bifhop fold, and in lieu thereof he purchafed the Bifhop of Norwich's 
Hovufé, which ever fince hath been called Yorke Houfe, though it came after- _

Onthelefthand of Charing-Crofe, there are divers fair Houfes built of lace 
years, {pecially che moftftately Palace of Saffolk, or Northanepton Honfe, built by 

Henry of Northampton Son to the Duke of Norfolk, and Lord Privie Seal to 

King James, Then istherea large plot of ground enclofed wich Brick, called 
Scotland yard,where the Kings of Scotland were ufed to be lodged and Afargaret 

Queen Dowager of Scotland, eldeft fifter to Henry the 8th, kept her Court there 
~ after the King her Husband had been kill’d in Flodden field. 

And now we are come to White- Hall , belonging of old vo Hubert de Burgh, 
Earl of Kent, and Justicier of Eugland, who gave it to the Black-Fryers in 
Holborne ; but being fallen to Henry che 8. ordained it tobe called an Hoxor, 
and buile there a huge long Gallery, with two Gate-houles thwart the ftreet to 
St. James Park, - : - 

From thefe Gates we paffe ina dire& Line co Kings ftreet, on one fide where- 
of paffing through St. Stephex Alley is Canon Row, (but now though very cor- 
ruptly calid Chasnel Row) \0 called becau(e it belonged ro the Dean and Canons

- i Then we come to Wool staple now the common Marker place of Weffmsinfler, 
In the Reign of Zdward the firft, we read that the Scaple being ar Weftminfter,che 
Parifhioners of Saint Afargarets, and Merchants of the Staple buided the faid 
Church ofnew. Henry the fixth, had fix Wool-houles within the Staple ac 
Weftminfter, which he granted to the Dean and Canons of Saint Stephews,

T His Church is famous, efpecially by reafon of the ianguration- and fe- 


+ puleureof the Kings of Exgland, Sulcard writeth, that there ftood 
{ometimes a Temple of Apollo inthat place, and that in the daies 
of Antoninus Pins, Emperor of Reme, it felldown with an Earth- 

quake; out of the remains whereof, Sebert King of the Eajt-Saxons, ere&ted ano- 
ther to Sc, Peter, which being by the Danes overthrown, Bifhop Dunftane re-e~ 
dified, and granced it to (ome few Monks, But afterwards King Edward furna- 
med the Confefour, with the tenth penny of all his Revenues, buileic a new for 
t0 be his own Sepulture, and a Monaftery for Besedittixe Monks, endowing it 
with Livings and Lands, lying difperfed in divers, parts of Exgland,” Buc liften 
what an Hiftorian faith, who thenlived, ‘ The devout King deltiried unto 
* God thar’place, borh for that ic was near unto the famous and wealthy City 
“of London, and alfo hada pleafanc (cicuation amongft fruitful fields, and green 
‘grounds, lying round about it, with the principal River running hardby, 
‘ bringing in from all parts of the World. greac variety of Wares;and. Merchan- 
¢ dize of all forts to the City adjoyning ; Buc chiefly tor the love of che Chief 
© Apofle, whom he reverenced with a {pecial and fingular affe@tion, He made

Touching the Form-of that ancient building, we readin anqid Manufcript’ 
Book, chat the principal plot or ground-work of the building was tupperted 
wich moft lofty Arches, caft round witha four {quare work, and {en'b abie 
joynts, Buc che compaffe of the whole, with adouble Arch of Stone on both 
fides is enclofed with joyned- work, firmly knit and united rogether, every way. 
' SMoreouer, the Croffe of the Church which was tocompaffe the mid Quire of 
thofe that chaunted unto the Lord, and with a twofold fupportance, that it had 
on eit her fide co uphold-and bear the lofty top of rhe Tower in the midit, ima 
ply rifech ac firft wich alow andftrong Arch; chen mounteth ic higher, wich 
many winding ftairs, artificially alcending with a number of Reps: But aftcr- 
-ward with a fingle Wallic reacheth up to che roof of Timber, well and furely 
coveted with Lead. But after an hundred and chreefcore years, King Henry the 
third, fubverted this Fabrick of King Edwards, and built trom the very founda- 
tion a new Church of very rare Workmanfhip, fupporced with tundry rowes of 
Marble Pillars, and the roofe covered over with fheets of Lead’: a piece of work 
that coft filty years labour in building ; which Church the Abbers enlarged very 
much rowatd the Welt end ; and King Henry the feventh for the burial of him- 
felfand his Children, adjoyned thereto, inthe Eaft end, a Chappel of admira- 
ble artificial elegancy, The Wonder of the-Worlde, as Leland cailethic : tor a 
man would fay, that all the curious and exquifice work that can be devi'ed. is 
there compacted; wherein is to be feen, his own mott flately magnifical Mo« 
nument, all of folid and maffie Copper. 
This Church, when the Monks were driven thence, from time to time, was 
altered to and fro with fundry changes. Firft ofall, ic hada Dean and Prebenda- 
ries: foon after one Bihep and no more, namely 7. Thurlbex, who having wa- 
{ted the Church Parrimony, furrendred it co the fpoil of Courtiers; and fhort-

unco it, wherein anciently they were wont to begin the Parliaments known by 
the name of St. Edwards paintedChamber, becaute the Tradition holdeth , char 
the faid King Edward rherein dyed. 

_Adjoyning unco this, is the White- Hall, wherein at this day, the Court of 
Requefésis kept; beneath this is chat Hall, which of all other is the greacett, 
andthe very Pratorium, ot Hall of Juttice, forall England, In this,arethe Ju- 
dicial Courts ; namely, The Kings Bench, The Comsmon Pleas , and the Chas- 
cery ; and in places near thereabout, che Star-Chamber, the Exchequer, Coxrt. 
of Wards, and Court of the Datchy of Lancafter,@c. In which at certain fer 


times, (we call them Termes) yearly Caules are heard, and tryed: whereas be~ 
fore King Hezry the third his dayes, che Court of Common Law, and prin- 


‘cipal Juttice, was unfecied, and alwayes followed the Kings Court ; But he in 
the Magna (harta, made a Law in thefe words, Let not the Common Pleas follow 
our Court, but be holden in fome certain place; which notwithftanding, Nome 
expound thus, That the Common Pleas, fromchenceforch be handled ina 
Court of her own, by it felfa parr, and not in the Kings Bench, asbelore. This 


_ Judgement- Hall, which we now have, King Rishard the fecond,built ont of the 


ground, as 4ppeareth by ‘his Arms, engraven in the Stone-work,.and many Ar-

That the Admiralls and their Deputies , foall not meddle from henceforth, with 
any thing done within the Realm of England, but only with things done upon the 
Seia, according to that which hath been duly ufed in the sime of the Noble King Ed- 
ward, Grandfather to Richard the feud 


Concerning the fecond proof by Judgements, and Judicial Precedents , and 
the third by Book-Cafes, they alledged divers Cates, which are to be feen in that 
great light, and labortous Champion of rhe Common Law of England,the Lord 
Coke, in the third pare of his Za/fitates ; But, the Refult of all which the 
Iudges of che Common Law driv’ at, was, that the Court of Admiralcy, was to 
take no Cognizance, nor had power to determine any thing that had happen- 
ed, and fhould give occafion of Plea, upon any Waters, eicher freth or falt, that 
were within the Precinéts of any County,; but ic was tryable by the Com- 
mon Law of England, and by the Empanelment, and Verdi& of twelve men, 
w Heh is not the way of Tryal of che Civil Law, by which the Admiraley is di- 
rected, 

By this notable clath, and conteftarion ‘twixt the Iudges of Weftminfler-Hak 
and the Lord Admiral, the Reader may learn what the extent of the Authoricy 
a ca Court is, and that che jurifdiGion.of the Admiral is confined to the 

igh Sea. é a 

. Incimes,patt, chere were ditin& Admirals, in point of power, as we read 
in Richard the feconds Raign, the Earl of Northumberland was Admiral of the 
North; andthe Earl of Devon{hirey Admiral of che Welt: who were coreceive 
the Subfidy of Poundage and Tonnage, for che garding oftheSeas. 

Among other Prerogarives, which.beJonged to the Lord Admiral of Exgland, 
one wasto erect Beseons upon the Maritim Coaltss which word, is derived 
from che old Saxon, or Datch Besnam, which fignifieth, to give a fiene,as we ule 
the word, to becken at. to this day. m a 

_ Before che Reign of Edward the 3d,there were but ftakes of Wood,fet_ upon 

high places, which were fired, upon the difcovery of anyenemies; but in his 
time, pitched Barrels wege-fec up; and by the Law of che Land, whofoever fired 
a Beacon-, commits Felony, anlets there were Authority and juft caufe forit.

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Henry the fixth did coniticure by Charter, John Holland, Duke of Exceter, 
and Henry hisSon,to be eAdmirallos Anglia: But the Iudges of the Common 
Law, held chat Charter to be invalid; and the Reaion they alledeed y was, thac 
that (Dharcer being of a Fadicial O'fice, it could not be granted to two, 
When the former conteftation happened *twixt the Court of ddmiralt 7 and 
Weftminster- Hall, chey were choyle powerful men at chat time, who {wayed as 
randees of the Common Law, as Sir Edward Coke, the Lord Bacon , Iudge Dod- 
dridge, and Hubbard, which made them carry che Bucklers from the Civilians, 
atthattime; But there were {ome learned Treatiles publithed afterward) ro 
vindicate the Right of the Civst Law ; which, without controverfie, hath more 
in it of natural equity, and reaches of pure Reafon, then any other: It is the 
Produé& of chat mighty Monarchy of che Romans, who though they conquered 
by the Lasce, yet they conferved by cheir Lawes, fo many vatt diftant Terrico- 
ries, and Nations, which chey had fubdued, leading fo many people Captive by 
their policy, as much as by their Prowefe; And indeed, the Ciuil Law is fitted 
for the general Affaires of mankind, andtor all Nations; For chough every 
patticular ftace hath {ome few municipal Lawes peculiar to icfelt: yet no 
where beyond the Seas is there any profeffion or Science of Law, but of che Cia, 
nor arethere any other [tudied in Univerfities, Only in England there are Lunt 
of Court, whichare equivalent to an Academy, where lex Terre ,or the common 
municipal Law of the Land is ftudied, and Graduates proceed, and are made 
therein accordingly, which is no whereelfe; But che Civil Law excends to all 
man-kind, And, ifregard be had to the Univerfity of humane Reaton, ic is no 
where {o narrowly diicuffed, and eventilated, and the judgement reétified by 
clear notions: Moreover, shere is nothing, of what nature foever ic be,but the 
Civil Law hath ordained a means to bring itto a Tryal, either by giving a fpe. 


_ciall aétion in the cafe, ora general one releeving by ordinary remedies; or if 


thofe fail, by fuch as are extraordinary, helping che Clyent, Fure attionis or Of- 
ficio Judicis, Yer there was one notable Example of one bufinels, chat noc 


only caufed a clath *twixt the Civilian, and Conmmon Lawyer, but puzzel’d them 


both; forhat neither couldtry ic, Ic was,chac one Peacock, ftruck Lacy ix algo 
Mari, and the Ship landing at Scarborongh, Lacy dyed a liccle afters of the

Parliaments alfo were ufed to be kept frequetitly at Weffminster-Hall, and 
one was kept ih Richard the {econds time, which proved fatal untohim ; for 
he was depofed there, norwithftanding,that he had bin che greateft Repairer of 
that Hall, when ic had bin deftroyed by fire. For it hath ein the hard deftiny 
of this Great Hall, cofuffer many times the fury of fire ; but the Jaft thac hap- 
pened, was in the beginning of Henry the eighths Raignye 40 1512, at which 
time,a great part of rhe Palace was confumed,which was never re-edified fince; 
fo that the Kings Courts, have bin from chat time , fometimes at Baynarde 
Caftle, then at Bridewell, and fince at White-Hall, called. before, York place, as 
hath bin {aid before, . 

- In this great Palace at Weftminfter, there was St. Stephens Chappel, which was 
buile by King Srephes him/elf;Ic was repaired and enlarged byEdward the third, 
and 38. perfons were appointed there to ferve God, viz. a Dean, 12, fecular 
Canons, 13. Vicars, 4. Clarks, 6, Chorifts, a Verger, and a Keeper of the Chap- 
pel, who hadendowments, and Houfes buile them nearthe Thames: there 
were alfo, Lodgings affigned them, *twixt the Clock-honfe, and the Wooll- 

Scaple, calledthe Weigh-honfe: He allo built for their ufe, a ftrong Clochard,in 
the little San@uary, covered with Lead, where there were three great Bells, 
which ufually rnng at Coronations, and Funeralls of Princes, which gave fuch 
a hugefound,that twas commonly {aid they fewred all che drink in the Town; 
but now there’s{earce any marks left of that Clochard, : 

This Chappel of St, Stephens, at the fuppreffion in Henry the eights time, 
was valued to difpend onethouland eighry five ponnds; and in Edward the 
fixths time.it was made to ferve as a Parliament for the Houle of Commons, who 
formerly were ufed co fit in the (hapter-heufe of the Abbot of Hefminffer , 

- Before the Great Hall, there isa large Court, called now che new Palace, 
where there is a trong Tower of Stone, containing a Clock,which flriketh on a 
great Bell every houre, co give notice to the Judges , how the time paffeth ; 
when the wind is South South-Weft,it may be heard into any part of London,and 
commonly, it prefageth wet weather: The Dean of St. Stephens, was uled to 
have the keeping of this Clock,having fix pence every day out of the Exchequer, 
for keeping the Kings Clock, or Great Tons of Weftminfter. 

- We matt now makea ftep Souchward, before we leave Weftminfter, and per- 
form fome furtherdevotions tothe old Abbey, the prime SanCuary of the 
Land ; wnereunro belongs another very ancient priviledged place, and Sanétu- 
ary of St. Martin le Grand, hard by Alder{gare in London,whereas formerly was 
faid, there was of olda fair and large Colledge of a Dean, and fecular Canons or 
Priefts, founded by Jugelricus 1056, and confirmed 2 little after by #iiliam the 
Conquetor, as appeareth by that ample Charter he gave thereunto,which in re- 
gard of the ancient Saxon Termes then ufed, I thought worthy the inferring 
here, and itrunsthus.,..

Touching the hard Saxons word of this Gharter che Reader is referred to — 
thofe worthy perfons , who made additionals to Mr. Stow, where he hall find 
them explain’d; For many Ages, this Sainc A@artin le Grand, continued by it felf 
a place of as great priviledges, as WefminSter, or Beverlay, which were counted 
the chiefeft in che whole Land; But Hezry the 7th annexed it at laft, co the Mo- 
naltery of St, Perer of Weftminfter, which claims Title ever fince , to the free 
Chappel, the Priviledges, and Sanctuary thereof, and hath enjoyed ic, withouc 
controlement or quettion, 

And now before we bid a farewel to Weftminfier , we will acquaint the Rea- 
der in brief, wich che modern Civil Government thereof; Now as London is 
divided into 26, Wards, fo Weftminfter is partition’d co 12. for the which, the 
Dean of the Collegiat Charch,was wont with the high Steward, co ele& 12. Bur- 
geffes, and as many Affiftancs, vz, one Burgeffe, andone Affiftant, for every 
Ward: outofwhich twelve, two are nominated yearly, upon Tharfday in 
Eater week, for chief Burgefies to continue for one entire year , who have Au- 
thority to hear, examine, determine, and punith according co the Lawes of the 
Realm, and Cuftoms of the City, matters of incontinency , common Scolds, 
Inmates, with publique annoyances; and likewife to commic fuch perfons, as _ 
fhall offend againft che peace, giving notice thereof within 24, houres, tofome 
Juftice of the Peace, inthe Gounty of Middlefex ; And this mode of Go- 
vernment, Weftminfter hath by vertue of an AG of Parliament, in che cwenty 
feventh of Queen Eliaabeth, :

_Aving hitherto rambled up and down the ftreets of Lon- 
don, and pryed into every corner thereof; having endca- 
URE voured to fetch Her from ber very Cradle, (which may not 

be improperly faid; for we found Her at firft a Grove of wood) and 
{o attended Her all along, to that marvellous degree of perfection, 
fhe is now arrived unto, by infenfible Coalitions of people, im- 
provementof Trade, and encreafe of Structures: We will now , for 
the better illuftration of things, and further enlightning of the Rea- 
der, make a Comparifon or Parallel ’cwixt Her, and other great Ci- 
ties of the World, which are accounted Cities of the firft Magni- 
tude; for as the Starres in Heaven are difiinguifh’d by degrees of 
Magnitude , fo are C#tées on the Earth: Or,to defcend lower , as there 
are Ships of the firft,{econd, andthird rate; {9 there are (ities, 
Now among thofe various wayes,which tend to convey knowledge to 
_the underftanding, 8 rectifie dnes judgement, Examples, Compari- 
fons, and Parallels conduce much thereunto ; and Plutarch was the firft 
that prefcrib’d this way, who, as was faid of him, by giving life to 
fo many noble Greeks and Romans, after their deaths, gave him{eclf the 
longeft Life ; fo ic may be faid, that by his Parallels, he made himéelf 

rn parallel ad , . 
The Terreftial Globe, which the it God of Nature was pleafed 
to 
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to entail upon man-kind for his manfion, and to hold it (for himfelf 
and his Heirs) i Capite, from Him; 1 fay this Maffe of Earth is com- 
pared by fome, toa Camels back, in regard of the bunchy unevennefs 
of it; by others, to a Libbards skin, in regard of the {undry heteroge- 
neous parts, and variety of Habitations: By others, to a great piece 
of Embrodery, encha{‘d up anddown, whereof the moft hoffie, and 
Tiche(t compaéted parts are Towns and Cities, ‘where Reople are 
linked in a nearet bond of love, and lead a more civil courfe of tife; 
For Urbanity, and Civility, derived their names firft from thence, 

. Thefe Comparifens are leffe wide, and more fignificant, then that 
which Lucian makes, when, by way of drollery, he makes the greateft 
Cities upon Earth, to.appear tike fo many Brrds Neafts. 

Ic is a Catholique trath,wherein all Chronologers, & Antiquaries, 
do unanimoufly concur, that in the non-age of the World, man-kind 
had no other Habitation then Woods, Groves , and bufhy Queaches, | 
which they fenc’d about with Hardles made of twigs, and loofe 
Stone-walls, to defend them from the invafions of wild and ravenous, 
Beafts ; {ome lived in Caves, and concayaries of Rocks , to fhelrer 
themfelves from the inclemency, and rigor of the Air: Infomuch, that 
ail men were Troglodites at firfts as thete aremany Nations, who are 
houfed -fo to this day, making~themfelves holes and hollowes, in 
Rocks, and {andy dry grounds, as we find in this Iland fome of thofe 
Trog lodites, both in Nottingham, and Bridge-north, ‘Then by degrees, 
they made themfelves {mall Huts: from Huts, they came to build 
Houfes, and foto cohabit in Hamlets: and thence {prung up Towns 
and Cities, 

The firft of any fame, was that ftupend, er City of Babylon, foun- 
ded by Néwred,the great Hunter;and enlarged by that notable Virago, 
Semiramis: which was girded about with Walls, 200, foot high,and 
fifty broad, whereof the Circuit was 300 Furlongs; fhe had alfo 
- 300, Turrets upon the Walls, which were of {uch a latitude, that 
Chariots might go upon them ; and if old Hiftorians may oblige us 
to abelief, there were three hundred thoufand men that were em- 

ployed in the building thereof ; fhe continueth ftill, a vaft and flou- 
rifhing City, called by the Turks Bagdat; Afia being the moft Orien- 
tall Countrey on this fide the Hemifphere, as it was firlt peopled, 
for e4dam was that Countreyman; fo Towns, Cities, Caftles, Als 
tars, and other Buildings, firft began to be ereéted there; and indeed, 
all other knowledge, befides e4rchitefure,came firft from thofe parts, 
‘being next Neighbots to the rifing Sun: The Indian Brachmans , ot 
Gymaofopbifts, were the firkk {cientifical men, and Students of Philofo- 
physThe Perfian Afagé were her next Students : ‘Then fhe crofi'd the 
ted Sea , and came to Memphis, among the -£gyptians , whence fhe 
ficered down the Wile, wat got over the egean Seas to Corinth and 
lthens atnong the Greeks , whence fhe took wing to Rome, and from _ 
thence fhe clammer’d ore the eAlps to Erance, Germany, Great Britany, 
and other North-weft Climats. _ 

Now as Afahadthe firlt Cities , fo the glories to have to this day 

| the 
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the greateit ; we will inftance only inthe City et Qusnzay, who arro- 
gates to her felf, the name of the Celeftzal Cty, whcrcof divers modern 
Auchours do write portentous things;and truly, he mutt have a ftrong, 
Faith, who will believe them: She is the chief City of the Empire 
of China, lying under the fame Climate as Venice doth, with: whom 
fue hath a great refemblance,being built upon the South fide of a 
huge Laque ; fhe hath in length abour forty miles,in latitiide thirty, 
and one hundred and twenty miles in circumference; fhe hath above 
a thouland Bridges, fome whercof are fo high, that Ships under faile, 
may paffe under them: Her Houfes are of Stone and Earth; the 
loweft whereof, is five ftorics high, of marvellous beatty and 
firength: She hath many magnificent Temples,but one next the Royal 
Palace,of a flupendious ftruéture, being of chat altitude , that the af- 
cent is threefcore and fower marble fairs: There are an incredible 
number of fair Palaces inher; among which, after that of the Em- 
perour, thofe of the ten Governours, are the ftatclicit, and among 

, them that of the Gaptain of the Tartars, _ 

About the Center of the City, ftands the Imperial Court, which 
is tenc’d about with feven Walls, whereof every one is garded by 
zen thoufand Souldiers, che Palace is ten miles in Circuit, and hath 
fourfcore great Halls ; but that where the great Counccl fits is four 
{quare,and hath Windows and Gates looking cowards the four parts 
of the Heaven, Baft, Weft, North and South, where officers and o- 
thers that have bufinefs,doenter, according to the {cituation of the 
Countrey, whence they come, there being above threefcore feveral 
Kingdoms, under the Dominion of the Emperor, and every one hath 
a particular Hall and Councel, where they deliberate , touching the 
Government of every Kingdom, ’Tis fuch a ravifhing voluptuous 
place, thac there are objects to pleafe and charm all the five fenfess 
The eyes are fed in beholding the goodly Structures, Gardens, and 
Trees which are up and down; The Eares by hearing, the chirping 
of the Birds, and {weet murmure of the waters ; The (med/is feafted 
with odoriferous fent of flowers, and other rich perfumes; The Tafte 
by moft delicate fruits; And the other fenfe, by moft beautiful, and 
tavifhiog Women, which are able to tempt a Stoick, having by their 
rowling large eyes, and other poftures , extraordinary wayes of al- 
lurement, There was a-computation made of above a million of Hou- 
fes within her, fo that allowing ten toa Family, there be ordinarily 
about ten Millions of humane fouls that breath within the Cicy; They

_ head of Navarr 3; Burgos the chief of old Caflsle, and Toledo of the 
new ; Murcia, Granada, Sevill,and Lisbonne in Portugal, which is the

Court is kept (though a Vzd age) hath more then any of them; but.all 
thefe come fhort ot London, in point of greatnefs, and populouftiefs, 
with divers advantages befides. . 

Vienna the Imperial Court is of an extraordinary bignefs , being 
fenced about with Ezglijb Walls, which Richard the firft'tear’d up 
for his Ranfome : It is alfo well peopled ; fo is Prague. Which though 
the latter be made upof three Cities, yet they both come fhort of the 
City of Loxdox in amplitude, and number of people , with divers o- 
ther properties mentioned before. . 

Germany hath divers fair Cities, that may take place amongft 

‘them of che firft magnitude, ascents, Colen, Frankfort , Strasburg, 

Norimburg, Au{purg, Magdenburg, and others,which though they beat 
_ a Land Trade, being mediterranean Cities,and abownd with wealth, 
ye numbers of Artifans, yet they are inferior to London , for many 
re{pedts, . 

Touching the Hans, and tmpcrial Towns, there are divers of them 
large, wealthy, and full of Trade, as Lubeck,Danzick and Hamburgh 
the biggeft of them,which owes much of her profperity to the Staple 
of the Lozdow Marchant Adventurers, who are there fetled; bur 
there’s none of thefe Cities; though they be threefcore more in 
number, that will prefume to-compare with Londoz, in any of thofe

Touching Copezbagen in Denmark, and Stockholm in Swethland , they

Wearld, & is tranfporced by forrein Nations for other ufes;the variety 
‘of her Fith, the fatnefs of her mud; If regard be had alfotothofe For- 
refts of Mafts, which are perpetually upon her, the variety of fmaller 
Woodden bottoms plying up and down, the ftately Palaces that are 
buile on both fides of her banks fo thick, which made divers forrein 
Ambaffadors affirm, thac the moft glorious fight in the World (take 
water and land together) was to come upon a high Tide from Gravef- 
end, and thoot the Bridge toweftainfier, : 
' 15. For numberof humane fouls, breathing in City and Suburbs} 
London may compare with any in Exrope, in point of populoufnefs: 
the laft Cenfe that was made in Paris, came undera million’; but in 
she year 1636, King Charles {ending tothe Lord Mayor, to makea 
{crutiny, what number of Roman Catholzques and firangers, there were 
in the City, he took occafion thereby, to make a Cenfe ofall the 
peoples and there-were bf Men; Women, and Children, above feven 
hundred thoufand that lived within the Barres of his jurif{di€tion a- 
lone s and this being one pepe ele paffed, ’tis thought, by all 
probable computation, that London hath more by the third part now, ° 
then fhe hadthen. Now, for-wefminfter, and Petty Frances the Strand, 
Bedford Berry, St. Martins Lane, Long Acre, Drury Lane, St.Giles of the 
Field, High Holborn, Grayes Inne Lane, St.Jones, and St. Georges fireet, 
Clarken well, the out-lets of Red and whitecroffe-flreet , the out-lets be- 
yond the Barres of Bifbopfgate, Alder{gate,and Southwark Batres,beyond 
the Tower, ¢c.take all thefe places, with divers more,which are conti- 
guous, and one entire peece with London her felf, I fay, take all thefe 
Buildings together, there will be found by all probable conjecture, as 
many Inhabttants at leaft, as were found before within that compafs, 
where the point of the Lord Mayors Sword reacheth, whichmay a- 
mount in all, toa million and a half of humane fouls: Now, one 
way to know the populou {nels of a great City is, to obferve the Bills 
of Mortality, and Nativities every week, I think, there is no fuch 
Cuftom in Paris; but for e4mfterdam,which is a very populous Mer- 
cantile place, the ordinary number there, of thofe that go weekly out 
of the World, is but fifty, or thereabouts , and about {o many come 
into the World every week; But in London, the common Weekly 
Bills comic to ncar upon 300, that comein, and about fo many that go 
out of the World, though thelaft years general Bill made twice as 
many to go out, as came in; for it gives account of fourteen thoufand 
and odd that dyed, and but feven thoufand chriftened ; but this may 
be imputed (che more’s the pitty ) to the confufion of SeGtaries, which 
{warm fince the long Patliament, as Azabaptifis, and. others who ufe 
het 
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not tochriften their Children, a fad {tory to tell, fo that there were 
many thoufands born,which were not baptized,and-whereof the Bill

Touching the form and fhape of London, it may be aptly compa- 
red toa Lawrel leaf, which is far more long then broads and were 
London round, as Paris and other Cities are, fhe would appear more

Concerning the length of Loxdon, take‘all Buildings that are conti-

Charles the Quint was ufed to glory, that he was a Citizen of Ghent, 
having bin born there, 

Henry the Great, in an{wer to a Letter of the King of Spazss,where- 
in he had enumerated above a {core of Soveraign Titles, ftiled 
himfelf only Henry, Roy de France, © Bourgeois de Parts. 
HenryKing of France, and Burgefle of Parts, But London hath greater 
caufe to glory in chis point, for Conftantine, the firft Chriftian Empe- 
ror, a Britain born, was her Child.Anda foul miftake it was in Him, 
who writ the Book of Afartyrs, when in-his Epiftle Dedicatory he 
faith , that Conftantine was the Son of Helena, an Englifb Woman, 
(being pure Brith); for the name of Englifb was not then in the 
_ World, nor did the Saxons, whence the Englijb are derived,take foot- 
ing in great Britain, buta long time after. 

‘Maud the Emprefs was alfoa Londoner born, with divers other 
great Kings and Princes. 

Thomas Becket, aman very famous in all the Catholick ue 
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and held one of the highett Saints, was born in London ; ne was firtt 
one of the Sheriffs Clarks, then he was Parfon of Sr. Mary Hid3 ther | 
he went to Bologna in Italy, to ftudy the Law;and at his retutn, he was 
made Chaticellor of England , and Arch Bifhop of Canterbury. Innu- 
merable other great Clarks, and eminent Bifhops, were botn in Loz 

‘dox ; and of late times, Bifhop Lancelot Andrews, who for his vaft 
ftock of learning, might be called, the Zniverfal Bifbap. There are now - 
living, two great Luminaries of the Church, Doctor wren, and 
Doétor warner, born both in Lozdon, the one Bifhop of E/y, the other 
Bifhop of Rochefterv, a perfon of moft acute IntelleGuals, and of rare 
excellent knowledge. | bake o eats : 

Fabian the famous Chronologer was Sheriff of Loxdon, and born 
there; whatarumber of moft munificent Benefactors hath London 
had among her own Natives, befides thofe whom fhebred; what @ 
Noble ufetul Scru@ture is Leaden-hall, built at the fole charge of Sir 
Simon Eyre Draper, and Lord Mayor of London > what a worthy 
Foundation is St. Jobns Colledge in Oxford, buile by Sir Thomas white, 
Lord Mayor of London, whe was Benefactor alfo to Briffoll, Reading, 
and above tweity Towns befidese what a bountiful Benefactor was Mr. 
william Lambe, tree of the Company of Clothworkerse whata world of 
charitable deeds, did he do in,Town and Countrey>? what a Noble 
foul had Sir Thomas Grelbam Mercer, and Marchant, who built the 
Royal Exchange , Grefbam Colledge , with another great Countrey Pa- 
lace in Adsddlefex3what anotable Benefa&or, was Mr. Thomas Hovwel, 
bred in his youth in Spain, and afterwards in London, who was onc of 
the greateft Benefactors of the Company of Drapers, and, befides ma- 
ny other large acts of charity he hath lefe {uch means to Drapers Hall, 
that if any Maydencan derive her felf from the right linage of Howel 
in wales, the {aid Hall is to giveher 21 1. towards.her portion; and 
this te continue for everswhat a free large Soul had Mr.widiam Jones, 
Marchant, and free of the Haberdafbers,who in Afonmouth, the Coun- 
trey where he was born, did builda fair Free School, with very large 
allowance to the Mafters; he was Benefaétor alfo to Hamborough, 
Stoad, and divers other places at home and abroad. To thefe two Bri- 
taias, we will adda third, which is Sir Hugh «Middleton, Gold{miths 
whac a hazardous, expenceful mighty work , did he perform, in 
bringing ware-River to run through the ftreets of London 2? what an 
infinite univerfal benefit doth accrue thereby, to the whole City and 
Suburbs» how often did this great defign take heat andcold, what 
faintings and fears, what oppofitions did it break through, before it 
was perfeatly finifhed > . _ 

Whar a large noble Soul had Sir Baptat Hicks, Lord Vicount 
Campden? what a number of worthy things did he in his life, and at 
- his death, both for the advancement of Religion and Fuftice 2 

At Campden, in the County of Glocefter, te repaired, and adorned 

God Almighties Houfe, and reard another for the poor, before he 
built any for himfelf ; He founded alfo there; a very commodious 
Market-houfe, and having done many things more for the publick 
| ‘Oo — - ter; good 
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good in chat place , he erected atrerwards, a ftately Palace for his 
Pofteriry , though the hard fate of the times, and the fury of the 
Warre hath half deftroyed it’: He was alfo a great Benefaéor tothe 
Churches,and the poor of 'Hamitedand Kenfinton,to St.Bartholomewes, 
and Chrift-church Hofpitals in London , to all the Prifons;as alfo to St. 
Laurence Church in the old Jury: He purchafed divers /mpropreations, 
and beftowed them uponthe Church in divers counties 5 .He was at 
the charge of ere&ting convenient Se{sion-houfe, for the Juftices of 
Middlefex to meet, in the middeft of St.Jobn’s ftreet, which is called 
Hicks Hall, and will fo be called to all ‘pofterity. Alithefe great 
Lights he carried before him , and at his death he gave a World of 
Legacies, and divers Penfions to pious Minifters and others, and be- 
queathed a great {um to be diftributed among all his Servants. 

To {peak of alt thofe Noble Londoners, who have done glorious 
things, both for Church and State,in point of piety, ftately Swrudures 
of divers natures, for the publick good, and deeds of charity, would 
make a large Volume of it felf. Fwill conclude for the prefent, with 
a late worthy man, one Mr. John walter, who was Clark of Dra- 
pers Hall, who, having refolved with himfelf, when he had attained a 
comperent fubfiftence tor himfelfand his Children , to employ the 
reft every year, for charitable ufes, which he did conftantly for many 
years: He built two Hofpitals near Lozdon, and it was a great while 
before the Founder of them was known. He ufed to fend a proporti- 
on of bread to be difttibured among the poor,to-divers Churches;and 
it was not known, wholent it, till he was dead, and thathe was mif- 
fing, It isthoughtby& computation that was made,that he had cm- 
ployed above ten thoufand pounds to charitable ufes of all forts, pri- 
vate and publick, and he was fo free from vain-glory,thar) is greateft 
care was to do them in fuch amanner, that his left hand fheuld noe 
know what his right hand did; And in his ftudy after his deati-,there 
was a bag of 800 /. in Gold, with a label in paper upon it, The w xone 
of mine, but the poor’s. . 

Laftly , for Prerogatives, Enfranchifeesents, Immunities, Char- 
ters, and Liberties, fo? Hofpitality,and plentiful treatments ; as alfo 
for Antiquity,the City of London comes not in the arrearsto any. 

Touching the laff, ‘tis true, there are fome Cities in the Eaft, that 
have the ftart of her in- point of time, yet London was built 354 years | 
before Rome, which isa fair Age. — _ 

~ Touching the fecond , fome call London, alick-peny , (as Parts is 
called by fome, a pick-purfe)becaute of feaftings, with other occafions 
of expence and allurements, whichcaufe fo many unthrifts among 
Countrey Gentlemen, and others, who flock into het, in fuch excel- 
five multitudes ; but this muft be imputed not to the place . but to 
the perfons; for one may live in London as frugally , if he hath wit 
to makeufe of it, asin any other City whatfoever. 

T’is true, that the prizes of all things ufe tobe enhanc’d by conflu- 
ences, atta fwarms of people, which a judicious Forreiner obferving 
in London, {aid thatthe bore no proportion with the Iland,bue might 

erve 
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ferve a Kingdom. thrice as big, and that England may be rather taid, 
to be in Lonaon, then London in England, which made fome compate 
her to the fpleen, whofe over-{welling, make the reft of the body lan- 
guifh; butitmightbe anfwered, chat Londox is rather like the fte- 
mack, which digefts the wealth of the Land, and after a good con- 
coction, difperfeth it again in wholfom nutriment to all parts. 

Touching the third, vz, freedom and immunities, there’s no City 
hathmore, 

In the Raign of Richard the fecond; it was enacted, That the Citi- 
zens of London were to enjoy their priviledges, and franchifes, licet uf 
non fuerint , Vel abufi fuerint, whether they were not us’d or abus’ds 
notwithftanding any Statute to the contrary , asthe Lord coke 
hath it in bis Zzftetates. . =a : 

In the Lawes of the Land, Lozdon is called fometimes Camera Re- 
gis, Retpublice Cor, & totius Regnt Epitome, the Kings Chamber , the 
heart of the Common-wealth, and compendium of the whole King» 
dom ; fometimes fhe is called Capat Regum & Legum, The head of 
Kings, and of Lawes; nay, fome of the Roman Emperors intheir E- 
dias, called her 4ugujta, which is a name alwayes of magnificence 
and State, sale :
